It  is  ordained,  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Paw- 
tucket as  follows: 


Section  i.  The  enacting  style  of  all  ordinances  of  Enacting  ,styi< 
the  city  shall  be,  “It  is  ordained  by  the  city  council  of  the 
city  of  Pawtucket  as  follows 

Sec.  2.  Each  ordinance  shall  be  known  as  a chapter 
of  the  city  ordinances,  and  bear  iits  appropriate  number,  Numberins- 
and  the  city  clerk  shall  number  the  city  ordinances  here- 
after passed  in  the  order  in  which*  they  become  laws  of 
the  city,  consecutively  after  the  last  chapter  in  this  book. 

Sec.  3.  All  ordinances  h*reafter  enacted  by  the  city  pubijCation 
council,  shall  be  published  by  the  city  clerk  in  suitable  and  distribu- 
form  as  soon  after  their  enactment  as  may  be  practicable,  tl0n' 
and  printed  copies  thereof  shall  be  placed  in  the  city 
clerk’s  office  for  distribution  and  in  sufficient  numbers  to

The  city  clerk 
is  hereby  authorized  to  furnish  bound  copies  of  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  city  to  members  of  the  city  council,  heads 
of  city  departments  and  state,  city,  college  and  public 
libraries. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  any  ordinance  or  joint  resolution 
of  the  city  council,  or  order  or  resolution  of  the  board  of 
aldermen,  affecting  any  department  of  the  city  govern- 
ment, shall  have  become  operative,  the  city  clerk  shall 
send  to  the  head  of  the  department  affected  thereby  a cer- 
tified copy  of  such  action  of  the  city  council  or  board  of 
aldermen. 

Sec.  5.  All  fines  and  penalties  for  the  violation  of  any 
city  ordinance,  rule  or  regulation,  shall  be  recoverable  by 
complaint  and  warrant,  or  other  appropriate  legal  process, 
before  any  tribunal  having  jurisdiction.thereof,  and  when 
recovered  shall  enure  to  the  use  of  the  city  unless  other- 
wise specially  provided  by  general  law  or  in  the  ordinance 
respecting  the  same.

Section  i.  The  seal  of  the  city  of  Pawtucket  shall  be 
of  circular  form,  having  in  its  centre  a view  of  the  Mair 
street  bridge  and  the  lower  falls,  and  in  its  margin  the 
words  “City  of  Pawtucket,  incorporated  1886.” 
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Sec.  2.  The  city  clerk  shall  be  ex  officio  keeper  of. the 
Hty  seal,  and  lie  is  empowered  to  affix  the  same  to  such 
papers  and  instruments  pertaining  to  the  city  as  by  law 
are  required  to  bear  the  seal  of  the  city. 

Sec.  3.  The  following  shall  be  the  device  of  the  seal 
of  the  board  of  aldermen  of  said  city,  to  wit:  A raised 
circle  containing  the  words  “Board  of  . Aldermen,  Paw- 
tucket,” within  which  circle,  a likeness  of  Samuel  Slater, 
with  his  name  beneath. 

Sec.  4.  The  following  shall  be  the  device  of  the  seal 
of  the  mayor  of  said  city,  to  wit : A raised  circle  contain- 
ing the  words  “Seal  of  the  Mayor,  Pawtucket,  R.  I.,” 
within  which  circle  a likeness  of  the  goddess  Minerva, 
with  the  motto  “Minerva  custos  urbis,”  beneath. 

Sec.  5.  The  following  shall  be  the  device  of  the  seal 
of  the  probate  court  of  said  city,  to  wit : A circle  contain- 
ing the  words  “Probate  Court,  Pawtucket,  R.  I.”  and 
within  the  circle  a set  of  balance  scales.

The  joint  standing  committees  of  the  City 
Council  shall  be  designated  as  follows:  accounts,  ceme- 
teries, city  debt,  city  property,  claims,  education,  elections, 
finance,  fire  department,  general  offices,  harbor,  highways,

Sec.  2.  Said  committees,  except  the  committees  on 
accounts,  city  debt  and  litigation  shall  consist  of  four 
members  of  the  common  council,  to  be  elected  by  said 
council  and  two  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen 
elected  by  said  board.  The  committee  on  accounts  shall 
consist  of  five  members  of  the  common  council  elected 
by  said  council  and  two  members  of  the  board  of  aider- 
men  elected  by  said  board.  The  committee  on  city  debt 
shall  consist  of  the  mayor,  the  presidents  of  the  board 
of  aldermen  and  common  council,  the  chairman  of  the 
finance  committee  and  one  member  of  the  common  coun- 
cil appointed  by  the  president  thereof.  The  committee 
on  litigation  shall  consist  of  the  mayor,  city  solicitor  and 
the  chairmen  of  the  committees  on  claims  and1  finance. 
All  of  said  appointments  and  elections  shall  be  made  im- 
mediately after  the  organization  of  the  city  council  and 
said  members  shall  hold  office  until  the  expiration  of  the 
current  municipal  year. 

Sec.  3.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall  constitute  the 
advising  committee  on  bridges,  and  the  said  board  shall 
cause  all  the  public  bridges  to  be  kept  in  good  repair,  but 
shall  not  build  any  new  bridges,  nor  expend  in  any  one 
year  on  any  bridge  a sum  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars, 
unless  empowered  to  do  so  by  the  city  council. 

Sec.  4.  Joint  committees,  whether  standing  or  special, 
shall  have  power  to  elect  their  own  chairman,  and  in  de- 
fault of  such  election,  the  member  of  the  common  coun- 
cil first  named  on  the  committee  shp.ll  be  chairman  there- 
of, and  in  case  of  his  resignation  or  inability,  the  other 
members  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  named  shall  act 
as  chairman. 

Sec.  5.  The  city  auditor  shall  be  clerk  of  all  commit- 
tees of  the  city  council  and  shall  cause  a record  of  their 
proceedings  to  be  kept  in  a book  provided  for  that  pur- 
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pose,  and  no  report  shall  be  received  unless  agreed  to  in 
committee  actually  assembled. 

Sec.  6.  All  paipers:  submitted  to  the  city  council  or 
either  branch  thereof  shall  be  in  writing  and  suitably  en- 
dorsed by  the  member  presenting  the  same ; and  no  other 
endorsement  or  report  of  any  kind  shall  be  made  on  the 
reports,  memorials,  or  other  papers  which  may  be  referred 
to  any  joint  committee,  except  such  as  may  be  made  by 
the  clerk  of  either  board  of  the  city  council.  All  committee 
reports  shall  be  signed  by  the  clerk  thereof,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  committee. 

Sec.  7.  No  chairman  of  any  joint  committee  shall 
audit  or  approve  any  bill  or  account  against  the  city  for 
services  or  supplies,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  or- 
dered by  the  committee,  nor  shall  he  approve  any  bill  or 
account  except  by  vote  of  the  committee.

Section  1.  The  joint  standing  committees  of  the  city 
council  respectively  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  execute 
all  the  duties  that  may  be  from  time  to  time  specially 
given  to  or  required  from  them  by  the  concurrent  vote  of 
the  city  council.

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  right  of  the  city  council,  when- 
ever it  shall  deem  it  expedient  so  to  do,  to  refer  any  mat- 
ter of  routine,  or  detail  of  current  business,  pending  be- 
fore it,  to  the  appropriate  joint  standing  committee,  or  to 
a special  joint  committee,  with  power  to  act  in  the  prem- 
ises, and  all  acts  of  the  committee  so  empowered  wiithin 
the  authority  conferred  shall  be  as  effectual  and  binding 
as  if  done  by  the  city  council. 

Sec.  3.  Any  matter  of  routine  or  detail  of  current 
business  pending  before  the  board  of  aldermen,  and  which 
is  within  the  power  of  said  board  itself  to  transact,  may 
be  by  said  board  referred  to  any  regular  or  special  com- 
mittee of  said  board  of  aldermen  with  power  to  act;  and 
the  acts  of  the  committee  so  empowered  within  the  au- 
thority conferred  shall  be  as  effectual  and  binding  as  if 
done  by  the  said  board  of  aldermen. 

Sec.  4.  Unless  otherwise  expressly  provided  for,  the 
assignments  to  the  several  joint  standing  committees 
shall  be  as  follows : 

Accounts: — All  matters  relating  to  payments  from  the 
city  treasury  on  account  of  the  several  appropriations 
made  by  the  city  council,  and  all  bills,  accounts  and  sched- 
ules of  and  for  all  the  current  expenditures  of  the  city. 

Cemeteries: — All  matters  relating  to  any  or  all  of  the 
cemeteries  and  burial  grounds  now  or  hereafter  within 
the  city,  whether  public  or  private,  the  care  and  manage- 
ment of  the  cemeteries  belonging  to  the  city  and  the  su- 
pervision of  all  public  expenditures  made  on  account 
thereof. 

City  Debt: — All  matters  relating  to  the  indebtedness  of 
the  city,  and  the  increase  or  diminution  thereof. 

City  Property: — All  matters  relating  to  land  belonging 
to  the  city,  the  public  buildings  and  their  care  and  preser- 
vation, the  telephones  rented  by  the  city,  the  leasing  or 
renting  of  any  building,  room  or  property  of  the  city,  the 
hiring,  furnishing  and  care  of  any  room  or  other  property 
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needed  by  the  city,  the  city  government  or  by  any  depart- 
ment thereof. 

Claims: — All  matters  relating  to  or  embodying  claims 
for  payment  of  unsettled  or  disputed  accounts  in  favor  of 
or  against  the  city,  and  all  matters  wherein  demand  is 
made  for  compensation  for  damages  for  which  it  is  al- 
leged the  city  is  in  any  wise  liable,  except  when  suit  has 
been  brought. 

Education : — All  matters  relating  to  the  public  schools, 
the  sdhool  houses  and  school  property  of  the  city  and  all 
propositions  affecting  the  interests  and  promoting  the 
cause  of  public  education  within  the  city. 

Elections:— All  matters  relating  to  the  charge,  super- 
vision and  regulation  of  all  ward  rooms,  voting  booths 
and  voting  places  for  all  elections. 

Finance: — All  matters  relating  to  the  income  and  ex- 
penditures of  the  city  government,  the  resolutions  mak- 
ing appropriations  of.  money  or  providing  for  the  assess- 
ment of  taxes,  and  all  other  propositions  involving  de- 
mands upon  the  city  treasury  not  provided  for  in  the 
regular  appropriation  bills  for  the  current  municipal  year. 

Fire  Department: — All  matters  relating  to  the  manage- 
ment, control,  care,  maintenance  and  direction  of  the  fire 
department  of  the  city,  its  needs  and  current  expenditures 
its  officers  and  employees,  including  the  engineers  and 
firemen,  its  stations,  engines,  equipment  and  all  other 
property  of  the  department. 

General  Offices : — All  matters  relating  to  payments  from 
the  city  treasury  on  account  of  the  several  appropriations 
made  by  the  city  council  for,  and  all  bills,  accounts  and 
schedules  of  and  for  all  the  current  expenditures  of  the 
following  officers,  viz. : the  City  Clerk,  the  City  Solicitor, 
the  City  Treasurer,  the  Inspector  of  Plumbing,  the  In- 
spector of  Buildings,  the  Tax  Assessors,  the  Mayor,  the 
Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  the  Inspector  of  Milk, 
and  the  License  Commissioners.

Harbor : — All  matters  relating  to  the  Pawtucket  river 
from  the  Main  street  bridge  southerly  to  the  southerly 
boundary  line  of  the  city ; the  municipal  interests  of  the 
city  as  affected  by  the  river  transportation  and  the  facil- 
ities thefefor ; the  harbor  lines  of  the  city  as  they  are  now 
or  may  be  hereafter  established;  and  the  public  landing 
place  on  said  river  belonging  to  the  city. 

Highways: — All  matters  under  the  betterment  act  re- 
lating to  the  laying  out  and  making  of  new  highways, 
the  relaying,  widening,  straightening  and  extending  of 
existing  highways ; the  paving  of  streets  not  heretofore 
paved,  and  the  purchase  of  land  and  erection  of  buildings 
and  other  improvements  thereon  for  the  use  of  the  high- 
way department ; if  said  committee  report  be  in  favor  of 
any  of  the  changes  or  improvements  under  the  betterment 
act  the  subject  matter  whereof  has  been  so  referred  to  said 
committee,  and  said  recommendations  be  adopted  by  the 
city  council,  then  the  city  council  shall  by  vote  request 
the  board  of  aldermen  to  cause  the  said  improvements 
and  changes  to  be  made ; and  thereupon,  in  compliance 
with  said  request,  the  board  of  aldermen  shall  cause  the 
said  changes  and  improvements  to  be  made  according  to 
law. 

Litigation: — All  matters  relating  to  any  litigation  in 
which  the  city  may  be  directly  or  indirectly  interested 
with  full  power  in  behalf  of  the  city  to  do  all  things  in 
preparing  for  and  conducting  said  litigation  that  may  be 
necessary  or  incidental  to  the  protection  of  the  rights  and 
interests  of  the  city  therein ; and  said  commitee  is  hereby 
authorized,  in  its  discretion,  to  settle,  or  compromise  in 
such  manner  as  said  committee  shall  deem  to  be  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  city,  any  suit  or  suits,  at  law  or 
in  equity,  that  have  been  or  may  be  instituted  by  or 
against  the  city,  and  any  and  all  appeals  that  have 
been  or  may  be  taken  from  any  action  of  the  city  council, 
or  any  branch  thereof.  Said  committee  is  further  au- 
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thorized  to  settle  and  adjust  all  claims  against  the  city 
whenever  said  committee  shall  be  so  directed  by  a vote 
of  the  joint  standing  committee  on  claims. 

Ordinances: — Ail  matters  relating  to  the  preparation 
of  legislation  for  the  action  of  the  city  council,  including 
the  framing  of  new  ordinances  and  the  modification  or 
repeal  of  ordinances  previously  in  force ; excepting,  how- 
ever, that  ordinances  o-f  a routine  nature,  and  ordinances 
accompanying  the  reports  of  committees  as  necessary 
means  for  carrying  into  effect  the  recommendations  of 
said  reports,  may  be  passed  without  reference  to  the  com- 
mittee on  ordinances. 

Police: — All  matters  relating  to  the  police  station  and 
the  police  property  of  the  city,  the  material  supplies  of 
the  department  and  expenditure  of  all  appropriations 
made  therefor. 

Printing: — All  matters  relating  to  printing,  stationery 
and  binding  for  the  city,  including  all  printing  ordered 
by  the  board  of  aldermen  or  by  the  common  council,  the 
printing  and  stationery  needed  by  the  city  government 
and  its  several  departments,  the  printing,  binding  and 
publication  of  the  reports,  city  documents  and  other  mat- 
ter, required  by  or  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  city 
council,  or  either  branch  thereof,  together  with  the  su- 
pervision of  all  expenditures  made  therefor. 

Public  Library: — All  matters  relating  to  the  Deborah 
Cook  Sayles  free  public  library,  the  supervision  of  all 
expenditures  made  therefor,  and  all  other  things  en- 
trusted to  said  committee  by  and  not  given  to  the  trustees 
of  said  library,  in  the  chapters  of  the  city  ordinances. 

Railroads: — All  matters  relating  to  any  of  the  railroads 
that  now  use  or  shall  hereafter  use  or  seek  to  use,  any  of 
the  territory  within  the.  city,  in  so  far  as  said  matters  do 
or  may  in  any  wise  affect  the  interests  of  the  city  and  the 
safety  of  its  people.

Sewers: — All  matters  relating  to  the  construction  of 
sewers,  and  to  the  conduct  and  management  of  the  pub* 
lie  sewers  and  sewer  system. 

Street  Lights: — All  matters  relating  to  contracts  for 
setting  and  maintaining  the  electric  lights  used  by  the 
city,  together  with  the  location  of  said  electric  lights,  and 
all  petitions  for  new  electric  lights,  or  for  a change  in  the 
location  of  any  electric  ligh* 

Water: — All  matters  relating  to  the  public  water  works 
and  all  the  rights,  interests  and  duties  of  the  city  per- 
taining thereto,  together  with  the  general  supervision  of 
the  current  expenditures  of  said  department. 

Sec.  5.  Unless  otherwise  expressly  provided  for  the 
assignments  to  the  aldermanic  committee:,  .hall  be  as  fol- 
lows : 

Police  and  Licenses: — All  matters  relating  to  the  gen- 
eral administration  of  the  police  department,  the  super- 
vision of  its  officers  and  members,  its  organization,  dis- 
cipline, rights,  duties  and  (privileges,  and  all  petitions  for 
licenses  to  keep  taverns,  victualling  houses,  cook  shops, 
oyster  cellars  and  oyster  houses,  billiard  tables,  pool 
rooms,  and  to  give  shows,  exhibitions  and  dances. 

Street  Lights: — All  matters  relating  to  public  lights,  ex- 
cept electric  lights,  the  location  thereof,  the  supervision 
of  all  expenditures  and  approval  of  all  bills  and  the  gen- 
eral administration  of  the  department  of  street  lights. 

Streets  and  Bridges: — All  matters  relating  to  the  grad- 
ing, or  changing  the  grade,  of  any  public  highway,  the 
establishing  of  sidewalks  and  the  curbing  of  the  same,  the 
paving  or  concreting  of  gutters,  the  accepting  of  dedi- 
cated ways  and  platted  streets,  the  defining  of  grades  for 
platted  streets  not  public,  the  declaring  to  be  highways  of 
those  streets  and  thoroughfares  which  have  become  pub- 
lic by  twenty  years’  user,  discontinuing  of  existing  high- 
ways, the  repairing  of  all  highways  and  bridges,  the  plac- 
ing of  cross-walks,  the  care  of  the  land,  buildings,  steam 
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roller  and  all  other  property  of  the  highway  department 
of  the  city  government,  together  with  the  general  admin- 
istration of  said  department  and  the  supervision  of  its 

urrent  expenditures.

It  is  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Pazo 
tucket  as  follows: 


Section  i.  There  shall  be  a journal  designated  as 
‘'City  Council  Records”  in  which  shall  be  duly  recorded 
all  actions  of  the  city  council  or  of  either  branch  thereof. 
Said  journal  shall  be  kept  in  the  custody  of  the  City 
Clerk.  The  City  Clerk  shall  keep  the  records  of  the  city 
council  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  when  sitting  as  a 
co-ordinate  branch  of  the  City  Council.  The  Clerk  of  the 
Common  Council  shall  furnish  the  City  Clerk  with  the 
record  of  the  action  of  said  Council  and  such  record 
shall  be  entered  by  said  City  Clerk  in  the  City  Council 
Records.  All  actions  of  the  City  Council  or  either  branch 
thereof  shall  be  entered  in  full  upon  the  records,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  concurrent  matters  shall  be  entered 
in  full  in  the  branch  in  which  they  originate,  and  shall  be 
entered  by  the  title  together  with  the  date  of  the  original 
passage  and  the  journal  page  where  the  same  is  recorded, 
in  the  branch  where  passed  in  concurrence.  All  ordin- 
ances shall  be  entered  by  title  in  either  branch  and  shall 
be  recorded  in  full,  by  the  City  Clerk,  in  a book  kept  by 
him  for  that  purpose.

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Sec.  2.  The  city  clerk  shall  keep  an  alphabetical  list 
of  the  names  of  all  streets  and  highways  in  the  city,  so 
far  as  said  names  shall  appear  of  record  in  his  office,  or 
are  known  by  him  to  have  been  authoritatively  given  and 
no  map  or  plat  of  private  land  containing  a duplicate 
name  of  any  street  previously  recorded  shall  be  recorded 
in  the  city  clerk’s  office.  No  map.  or  plat  of  private  land 
received  for  record  shall  exceed  twenty  by  thirty-one  inch- 
es in  size  and  a duplicate  of  all  such  plats  upon  tracing 
cloth  shall  be  filed  before  any  such  plat  shall  be  recorded. 
The  fee  for  recording  each  plat  shall  be  one  dollar. 


CHAPTER  VI.

It  is  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Paw- 
tucket as  follows: 

Section  i.  It  is  hereby  determined  that,  in  addition 
to  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  members  of  the  common 
council,  the  officers  designated  in  section  2 are  necessary 
for  the  administration  of  the  affairs  and  government  of 
the  city,  including  the  officers  provided  for  by  the  general 
laws  and  the  city  charter,  and  said  officers  shall  be  respec- 
tively elected  and  appointed  in  the  manner  designated 
and,  except  as  specifically  provided,  the  term  of  office 
shall  be  for  one  year  and  the  election  shall  be  held  in  the 
month  of  February.

Section  i.  Every  committee  and  every  individual 
now  or  hereafter  authorized  by  the  city  council  to  make 
any  contract  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  city,  shall,  before 
making  such  contract,  advertise  at  least  three  times  in 
such  paper  or  papers  as  may  be  deemed  best  for  bids, 
and  sealed  proposals  for  the  work  to  be  done,  or  for  the 
materials  to  be  furnished,  or  for  both,  and  the  committee 
or  individual  advertising  for  proposals  or  bids  shall  state 
that  a bond  will  be  required  from  the  successful  bidder

It  is  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Paw- 
tucket as  follows: 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  a board  of  commissioners 
of  sinking  funds  of  the  city  of  Pawtucket,  to  consist  of 
the  mayor,  the  city  treasurer,  the  city  auditor,  the  chair- 
man of  the  committee  on  finance,  and  three  persons  an- 
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nuaily  elected  by  the  city  council.  The  mayor  shall  be 
chairman  and  the  city  auditor  shall  be  clerk  of  said  board. 

Sec.  2.  Said  board  shall  have  the  control  and  man- 
agement of  all  sinking  funds  established  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  any  bonds  or  notes  heretofore  issued  by  the  town 
of  Pawtucket,  or  which  may  be  hereafter  issued  by  the 
city  of  Pawtucket,  and  for  the  redemption  of  any  bonds 
now  or  hereafter  held  by  the  city,  and  shall  promptly 
invest  all  moneys  received  by  them  from  any  source  in 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  city  of  Pawtucket,  or  of  the  town 
of  Pawtucket,  or  in  other  safe  and  productive  securities ; 
and  all  notes  and  bonds  which  shall  be  purchased  by  said 
board  shall  be  indorsed  or  made  payable  to  said  board 
in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  the  sale,  negotiation  or  pay- 
ment thereof,  except  by  order  of  said  board. 

Sec.  3.  The  clerk  of  said  board  shall  keep  a full  rec- 
ord of  all  its  meetings  and  proceedings,  and  said  board 
shall  make  report  in  writing  to  the  city  council  at  the  first 
meeting  in  M^.rch  in  each  year,  showing  the  changes,  if 
any,  in  the  several  sinking  funds,  and  the  condition  and 
manner  of  investment  of  each  of  said  funds.  The  records 
and  books  of  said  board  shall  be  always  open  to  the  in- 
spection of  any  member  of  the  city  council. 

Sec.  4.  No  investment  or  change  of  investment  of  the 
securities  held  shall  be  made  except  by  a vote  of  a major- 
ity of  the  board,  and  the  clerk  shall  enter  upon  his  rec- 
ords the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against 
such  change. 

Sec.  5.  The  city  treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  an- 
nually pay  to  the  board  of  commissioners  of  sinking  funds 
of  the  city  of  Pawtucket,  such  sum  or  sums  as  may  be 
annually  appropriated  by  the  city  council,  after  notifying 
the  city  auditor  of  such  payments. 

Sec.  6.  There  shall  be  established  on  the  books  of  the 
city  auditor  and  of  the  city  treasurer  a fund  to  be  known, 
as  the  “Interest  Fund,”  to  which  shall  be  credited  all  in-

come  received  from  securities  or  from  deposits  held  in 
all  sinking  funds,  excepting  only  the  water  sinking  funds.

It  is  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Paw- 
tucket as  follows: 


Section  i.  The  financial  year  of  the  city  of  Paw- 
tucket shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January  and  end 
on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  next  following,  and 
all  general  appropriations  made  during  such  financial 
year  shall  expire  on  said  last  mentioned  day. 

Sec.  2.  The  city  auditor  shall  be  the  general  account- 
ant for  the  city.  He  shall  keep  a complete  set  of  books 
and  accounts  which  shall  comprise  all  of  the  financial 
transactions  of  the  city  through  the  various  departments 
under  their  respective  appropriations.  These  books  shall 
be  kept  in  accordance,  so  far  as  practicable,  with  the  dis- 
tribution of  accounts  provided  by  the  municipal  sched- 
ules of  the  United  States  Census  Office  for  cities  of  the 
size  of  Pawtucket.  All  transactions  relating  to  the  “Rev- 
enue” and  to  the  “Expense”  of  the  current  year  shall  be 
separated  from  transactions  pertaining  to  other  years  and 
from  transactions  relating  to  loans,  construction  pur- 
chases or  sales  of  land  and  other  “Capital”  accounts  of 
the  city. 

Sec.  3.  The  books  shall  be  kept  by  the  city  auditor  in 
double-entry  with  monthly  trial  balances  of  the  ledger 
accounts.  A statement  of  these  trial  balances  shall  be 
printed  monthly  which  shall  set  forth  the  amount  of  each 
appropriation,  the  amount  expended  thereunder  and  the 
balance  unexpended  or  overdrawn.  These  printed  state- 
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ments  shall  be  presented  to  the  city  council  by  the  city 
auditor  not  later  than  the  tenth  of  the  following  month. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  any  appropriation  shall  have  been 
expended,  or  whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  city  audi- 
tor it  is  evident  that  the  liabilities  incurred  against  any 
appropriation  by  a department  or  official  are  in  excess  of 
the  unexpended  balance  of  that  appropriation,  he  shall 
make  a full  report  thereon  at  the  ne£t  meeting  of  either 
branch  of  the  city  council. 

Sec.  5.  The  city  auditor  shall  receive  all  bills  and  ac- 
counts from  persons  having  claims  against  the  city,  ex- 
amine the  same  in  detail,  and  when  satisfied  of  their 
correctness  and  validity,  certify  the  same,  and  file  and 
enter  them  in  such  manner  as  the  committee  on  accounts 
shall  approve. 

Sec.  6.  If  the  city  auditor  shall  have  any  doubt  con- 
cerning the  validity  or  justice  of  any  account  or  bill  pre- 
sented to  him,  he  shall  refer  the  same  with  his  objections 
thereto,  to  the  committee  on  accounts  for  their  decision 
thereon,  and  if  said  committee  shall  allow  any  such  bill 
or  account,  notwithstanding  the  said  objections  of  the 
city  auditor,  he  shall  then  certify  the  same  as  having  been 
allowed  by  the  committee  on  accounts  notwithstanding 
his  objections. 

Sec.  7.  The  city  auditor,  whenever  any  bill  against 
the  city  is  allowed  by  the  committee  on  accounts,  or  any 
claim  by  the  joint  standing  committee  on  litigation  of 
the  city  council,  shall  charge  the  same  to  the  proper  ap- 
propriation and  make  his  draft  upon  the  city  treasurer 
in  favor  of  such  person  or  order,  which  draft  shall  state 
to  what  appropriation  the  city  auditor  has  charged  such 
draft,  and  each  schedule  of  bills,  approved  by  the  com- 
mittee on  accounts  shall  be  signed  by  every  member  of 
the  committee  present  at  the  meeting. 

Sec.  8.  The  city  auditor  is  hereby  directed  to  draw 
upon  the  city  treasurer  for  the  payment  of  any  final  judg- 
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ment  of  court,  or  any  amount  determined  upon  and  ad- 
justed by,  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  by  the 
committee  on  litigation  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties,  and 
all  amounts  determined  upon  and  adjusted  by  said  com- 
mittee in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  city  ordi- 
nances, and  any  city  note,  bond,  coupon  dr  interest  which 
now  is,  or  shall  hereafter  become  due  and  payable,  shall 
be  paid  by  the  treasurer  out  of  any  money  which  may 
be  in  the  treasury,  appropriated  or  not  appropriated,  at 
the  time  such  judgment,  adjustment  of  claim  or  pending 
suit,  note,  bond,  coupon  or  interest  shall  become  due. 

Sec.  9.  Whenever  a contract  is  made  by  any  officer 
of  the  city  government,  or  by  any  committee  or  commis- 
sion appointed  by  the  city  council  or  either  branch  there- 
of, for  work  to  be  done,  or  articles  and  materials  fur- 
nished for  the  city,  such  officer,  committeee  or  commis- 
sion shall  deposit  with  the  city  auditor  the  contract  itself 
or  a certified  copy  thereof,  before  any  payment  shall  be 
made  thereon ; to  the  end  that  the  city  auditor  may  see 
that  the  payments  are  made  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  the  contract. 

Sec.  10.  The  city  auditor  shall  open  an  account  with 
the  city  treasurer  wherein  the  city  treasurer  shall  be 
charged  with  the  amount  of  taxes  placed  in  his  hands  for 
collection,  and  the  amount  in  detail  of  all  bonds,  notes, 
mortgages,  leases,  rents,  interest  and  all  other  sums  re- 
ceivable, in  order  that  the  value  and  description  of  all 
personal  property  belonging  to  the  city  may  be  known  at 
any  time  at  the  office  of  the  city  auditor. 

Sec.  11.  The  city  auditor  shall  make  out  and  transmit 
to  the  city  treasurer  certified  bills  for  all  rents  due  the 
city  at  least  five  days  before  such  rents  become  due. 

Sec.  12.  The  city  auditor  is  hereby  authorized  to  al- 
low for  payment  all  pay-rolls  for  wages  required  by  the 
General  Laws  to  be  paid  weekly,  and  for  all  salaries  fixed 
by  ordinance,  and  all  officers  in  charge  of  departments 
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shall  make  up  pay-rolls  of  all  employes  in  their  depart- 
ments required  to  be  paid  weekly  as  aforesaid,  and  shall 
deliver  said  pay-rolls  to  the  city  auditor  on  such  day  as 
he  shall  designate;  and  as  soon  as  any  pay-roll  has  been 
examined  and  allowed  by  the  city  auditor  he  shall  imme- 
diately draw  his  draft  upon  the  city  treasurer  and  for- 
ward said  pay-roll  to  the  city  treasurer  for  payment,  tak- 
ing his  receipt  therefor;  and  all  pay-rolls  so  allowed  and 
paid  shall  be  reported  to  the  committee  on  accounts  by 
the  city  auditor ; and  when  said  pay-rolls  are  paid  in  full, 
they  shall  be  returned  to  the  city  auditor  in  exchange  for 
the  receipt  given  originally  for  them. 

Sec.  13.  No  money  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  city  treas- 
ury, except  in  the  cases  provided  in  this  chapter,  unless 
the  expenditures  or  the  terms  of  the  contract  shall  be 
vouched  for  by  the  head  of  the  department  and  the  chair- 
man of  the  committee  or  commission  under  whose  au- 
thority the  same  has  been  authorized  and  made,  nor  un- 
less the  same  shall  have  been  examined  by  the  city  audi- 
tor, approved  by  the  committee,  on  accounts  and  drawn 
for  by  the  city  auditor ; provided,  that  in  all  cases  when 
it  is  necessary  for  money  to  be  paid  in  advance  for  con- 
tracts or  for  work  begun  but  not  completed,  the  mayor 
may,  upon  being  satisfied  of  such  necessity,  draw  upon 
the  city  treasurer  for  the  amount  thus  required  to  be  ad- 
vanced, which  draft  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  treasurer 
provided  the  same  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  city  au- 
ditor; and  the  city  auditor  shall  countersign  all  such 
drafts  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars 
in  any  one  case,  but  the  city  auditor  shall  not  counter- 
sign any  such  draft  for  any  sum  exceeding  three  hundred 
dollars  without  the  direction  of  the  committee  on  ac- 
counts. 

Sec.  14.  Upon  application,  the  city  treasurer  shall 
furnish  the  city  auditor  with  a certificate  of  the  amount 
of  all  bills  uncollected,  with  a statement  of  the  accounts 
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to  which  they  are  to  be  credited  when  paid;  and  all  of- 
ficers and  departments,  when  so  requested  by  the  city 
auditor,  shall  furnish  a statement  in  detail  of  all  accounts 
deposited  with  the  city  treasurer  for  collection. 

Sec.  15.  No  committee  or  commission  appointed  by 
the  city  council  or  either  branch  thereof,  shall  draw  any 
money  from  the  city  treasury  on  account  of  any  appro- 
priation until  the  vouchers  for  which  the  expenditure  is 
required  shall  be  deposited  with  the  city  auditor.  No 
official  orders  on  the  treasurer  shall  be  issued  except  in 
exchange  for  properly  approved  and  signed  official 
vouchers,  all  of  which  must  pass  through  the  city  audi- 
tor’s books. 

Sec.  1 6.  No  order  on  the  treasurer  for  the  payment 
of  any  money  from  the  city  treasury  on  any  resolution, 
ordinance,  order  or  vote  of  the  city  council,  shall  be  is- 
sued until  a certified  copy  of  the  original  resolution,  ordi- 
nance, order  or  vote,  authorizing  or  directing  said  pay- 
ment shall  be  filed  with  the  city  auditor. 

Sec.  17.  The  treasurer  shall  send  to  the  auditor  a 
daily  statement  of  money  received,  detailing  for  what 
accounts  the  same  has  been  collected. 

Sec.  18.  The  city  treasurer  shall  cause  to  be  prepared 
a register  of  the  number,  date,  amount,  day  of  payment 
and  rate  of  interest  of  every  city  note,  bond  or  other  ob- 
ligation now  outstanding,  which  register  shall  be  placed 
in  the  custody  of  the  city  auditor;  and  whenever  any 
note,  bond  or  other  obligation  of  the  city  shall  hereafter 
be  issued,  the  city  treasurer  shall  present  the  same  to 
the  city  auditor,  who  shall  record  in  said  register  all  the 
particulars  above  stated,  and  shall  certify,  upon  said 
note,  bond  or  obligation,  that  it  has  been  duly  registered ; 
and  whenever  any  city  note,  bond  or  other  obligation 
shall  be  paid  or  cancelled,  the  city  treasurer  shall  immedi- 
ately exhibit  the  same  to  the  city  auditor,  who  shall  there- 
upon record  in  said  register  that  such  payment  or  cancel- 
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lation  has  been  made;  and  every  person  paying  a prop- 
erty tax  in  this  city  shall  have  a right  to  inspect  said  reg- 
ister of  the  city  debt. 

Sec.  19.  All  officers  and  departments  required  to  de- 
posit bills  with  the  city  treasurer  for  collection  or  to  is- 
sue licenses  upon  the  payment  of  fees  to  the  city  treasr 
urer,  shall  file  with  the  city  auditor  a certificate  of  the 
total  amount  of  all  bills  to  be  deposited  and  of  licenses 
so  issued,  with  a statement  of  the  accounts  to  which  the 
same  should  be  credited  when  paid. 

Sec.  20.  All  officers  and  departments  required  by  law 
to  pay  fees  or  moneys  received  by  them  to  the  city  treas- 
urer shall  file  with  the  city  auditor,  certificates  of  the 
amounts  to  be  paid  to  the  city  treasurer,  with  a state- 
ment of  the  sources  from  which  said  fees  or  moneys 
were  received. 

Sec.  21.  Whenever  any  labor  is  done  or  material  fur- 
nished which  is  charged  to  the  accounts  of  sewer  con- 
struction, sewer  maintenance  or  highways,  and  for  which 
any  person  or  corporation  is  required  to  pay,  the  city 
auditor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  credit  all  re- 
ceipts from  such  person  or  corporation  for  said  labor  or 
material  to  the  appropriation  from  which  the  money  was 
expended. 

Sec.  22.  Every  city  official  shall  present  to  the  city 
auditor  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  January  in  each 
year  certified  accounts  of  all  sums  'due  and  unpaid  for 
services  rendered  or  labor  performed  by  them,  or  under 
their  direction,  or  for  material  furnished,  for  or  on  ac- 
count of  the  city  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

Sec.  23.  Each  of  said  departments  shall  present  to 
the  city  auditor,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  January  in  each 
year,  a statement  of  all  incompleted  contracts  made  by 
them,  with  the  probable  amounts  to  become  due  there- 
under, as  near  as  the  same  can  be  estimated  or  ascertained 
and  also  a statement  of  any  purchases  made  by  them  for 
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or  on  account  of  the  city,  for  which  no  account  has  been 
rendered,  together  with  the  reasons  for  the  neglect  to 
present  said  statement. 

Sec.  24.  The  city  auditor,  during  the  first  twenty  days 
of  any  fiscal  year,  shall  audit  all  just  accounts  for  pur- 
chases made  for  or  on  account  of  the  city,  or  for  services 
rendered  or  labor  performed  for  or  on  said  account,  dur- 
ing the  preceding  fiscal  year,  which  shall  have  been  prop- 
erly presented  to  him  and  shall  draw  upon  the  city  treas- 
urer for  the  amounts  so  audited  by  him,  which  said 
amounts  shall  be  charged  in  the  accounts  of  the  preced- 
ing fiscal  year. 

Sec.  25.  The  city  auditor  shall  annually  at  the  first 
meeting  in  February,  present  to  the  city  council  an 
estimate  in  print,  of  the  amount  of  money  necessary 
to  be  raised  during  the  financial  year  under  the  respective 
heads  of  appropriations,  together  with  an  estimate  of  the 
receipts  from  all  other  sources  than  taxes.  The  commit- 
tee on  the  poor,  and  the  several  standing  committees  of 
the  city  council  shall  furnish  annually,  on  or  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  January,  such  detailed  estimates  of  the 
amounts  required  for  their  several  departments  as  may 
be  required  of  them  by  the  city  auditor ; and  the  heads  of 
the  several  departments  shall  also  furnish  to  the  several 
standing  committees  of  the  city  council  or  board  of  al- 
dermen such  estimates  as  may  be  required  of  them  by 
such  committees,  and  all  estimates  furnished  to  the  city 
auditor  shall  accompany  his  estimate  to  the  city  council. 

Sec.  26.  At  the  first  meeting  in  April  in  each 
year,  the  city  auditor  shall  present  to  the  city  coun- 
cil a printed  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
the  preceding  fiscal  year,  giving  the  amount  of  appropri- 
ations and  expenditures  for  each  specific  object,  the  re- 
ceipts from  each  source  of  income,  the  operations  of  the 
committee  on  the  city  debt,  a schedule  of  the  amounts 
passed  to  the  credit  of  the  committee  on  the  city  debt, 
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and  the  sources  from  which  such  amounts  have  been  de- 
rived ; the  whole  to  be  arranged  in  the  form  described  in 
Siection  2 herein;  and  said  report  shall  also  contain  a 
statement  of  the  debts  due  from  the  city,  the  rates  of 
interest  thereon,  and  the  times  when  the  same  will  re- 
spectively become  due. 

Sec.  27.  At  the  first  meeting  in  April  in  each 
year  the  city  auditor  shall  present  to  the  city  council 
a schedule  of  all  the  real  estate  of  the  city  and  the  leases 
thereof,  with  the  names  of  the  lessees,  the  rates  of  rent, 
and  the  time  when  such  leases  respectively  terminate; 
also  a summary  of  the  inventories  hereinafter  mentioned 
giving  the  valuation  of  all  the  personal  property  belong- 
ing to  the  city  which  may  be  in  the  custody  of  any  officer 
or  agent  of  the  city,  together  with  the  names  of  the  per- 
sons having  charge  of  the  same ; and  for  this  purpose 
every  officer  of  the  city,  or  other  person  in  whose  control 
or  custody  any  such  property  may  be,  is  hereby  required 
to  present  to  the  city  auditor,  on  or  before  the  first  Mon- 
day in  February  in  each  year,  a detailed  inventory  of  all 
such  property,  giving  the  items  and  the  valuation  of  all. 

Sec.  28.  The  city  auditor  is  hereby  authorized  to  em- 
ploy such  clerical  assistance  as  the  demands  of  his  office 
shall  from  time  to  time  require,  and  for  all  persons  em- 
ployed the  city  auditor  shall  be  responsible.  All  bills  in 
curred  for  such  assistance  shall  be  approved,  audited,  al- 
lowed and  paid,  in  the  manner  provided  for  paying  the 
current  expenses  of  the  city. 

Sec.  29.  The  city  treasurer  shall  make  up  his  account 
annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March  for  the  pre- 
ceding fiscal  year  which  account,  after  being  certified  by 
the  city  auditor,  shall  be  presented  to  the  committee  on 
finance  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  April  following;

The  chief  of  police,  and  in  his  absence,  the 
captain  and  lieutenants  of  police,  shall  severally  be  com- 
plainants under  any  ordinance  of  the  city. 

Sec.  6.  The  station  house  shall  be  in  charge  of  the 
ranking  officer  on  regular  duty  and  such  officer  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  enforcement  at  such  times  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  government  of  said  station  and 
for  the  conduct  of  the  officers  under  his  command.  In 
case  of  enforced  absence  such  ranking  officer  shall  detail 
an  officer  to  have  charge  of  the  station.  The  officer  in 
charge  shall  receive  into  his  custody  and  safely  keep  all 
persons  arrested. 

Sec.  7.  The  chief  of  police,  from  time  to  time,  shall 
divide  the  entire  city  into  police  routes  for  day  and  also 
for  night,  so  arranged  that  the  whole  territory  shall  be 
covered  at  all  times  by  men  on  duty,  each  man  being 
placed,  as  far  as  practicable,  where  he  will  be  most  use- 
ful and  efficient,  and  shall  give  notice  to  the  committee 
on  police  and  licenses  of  the  board  of  aldermen  of  the 
routes  so  by  him  from  time  to  time  established  and  of 
any  change  in  the  same. 
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Sec.  8.  He  shall  designate  the  particular  patrolman 
appointed  by  him  to  cover  such  police  routes  by  him  so 
established  and  give  notice  of  such  designation  to  the 
committee  on  police  and  licenses  of  the  board  of  aider- 
men  and  he  may  from  time  to  time,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  said  committee,  change  the  patrolmen  as- 
signed to  such  route.

Sec.  9.  He  may  establish  from  time  to  time,  subject

by  the  city  council  or  by  the  committee  on  cemeteries; 
he  shall  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  care  of  said  cem- 
eteries and  the  duties  of  his  office  and  shall  make  a re- 
port to  the  city  council  at  the  first  meeting  in  March 
of  each  year,  of  all  matters  relating  to  his  office.

The  superintendent  of  cemeteries  is  hereby 
authorized  to  purchase  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the 
city,  from  time  to  time,  lots  in  the  cemeteries  belonging 
to  the  city  and  which  the  owners  thereof  desire  to  dis- 
pose of,  at  such  price  as  he  may  deem  reasonable  and  for 
the  best  interest  of  the  city  and  the  purchase  of  which 
and  the  price  paid  for  same  shall  be  approved  by  the 
joint  standing  committee  on  cemeteries  of  the  city  coun- 
cil, and  the  amount  paid  for  all  such  purchases  shall  be 
charged  to  the  annual  appropriation  for  care  and  main- 
tenance of  cemeteries,  provided,  however,  that  in  no 
one  year  shall  an  amount  exceeding  $300.00  be  expended 
for  such  purpose  except  by  vote  of  the  city  council. 

Sec.  4.  Burial  lots  owned  by  the  city  in  any  of  the 
public  cemeteries  will  be  sold  to  such  persons  as  apply 
therefor,  but  purchasers  thereof  will  hold  their  lots,  and 
their  titles  will  be  subject  to  all  the  city  ordinances  that 
do  or  may  relate  to  the  cemeteries  and  burial  grounds  of 
the  city,  and  subject  to  all  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
may  be  from  time  to  time  approved  by  the  city  council 
for  the  care  and  management  thereof.  The  price  of  all 
burial  lots  hereafter  sold  by  the  city  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
joint  standing  committee  on  cemeteries.  Application  for 
the  purchase  of  burial  lots  shall  be  made  to  the  sup- 
erintendent of  cemeteries ; and  the  city  clerk  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  execute  deeds  of  said  lots 
in  the  name  of  the  city  and  to  affix  the  corporate  seal  of 
the  city  to  each  of  said  deeds  upon  receiving  the  amount 
fixed  by  the  committee  on  cemeteries  for  said  lots,  and 
in  addition  thereto,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  making  and 
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by  lot  owners.

Whenever  any  such  sale 
shall  be  made  of  a portion  of  a platted  lot,  or  any  lot  not 
designated  upon  a plat  recorded  in  the  city  clerk’s  office, 
said  superintendent  shall  have  the  description  of  the  lot 
so  sold  prepared  by  the  city  engineer.  All  such  deeds 
shall  be  in  a form  to  be  approved  by  the  city  solicitor, 
and  shall  be  recorded  in  a book  to  be  specially  kept  in 
the  city  clerk’s  office  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  5.  No  headstone  or  monument  of  any  kind  shall 
be  erected  or  located  in  any  cemetery  now  or  hereafter 
owned  by  the  city,  and  no  vault  shall  be  constructed 
therein  except  with  the  approval  of  the  superintendent 
of  cemeteries ; and  no  grave  shall  be  opened  in  any  such 
cemetery  except  upon  application  to  said  superintendent, 
and  by  employes  of  the  cemetery  department,  under  the 
direction  of  said  superintendent. 

Sec.  6.  No  person,  now  or  hereafter  owning  any  lot 
in  any  cemetery  now  or  hereafter  owned  by  the  city,  shall 
sell  any  single  graves  therein.  An  application  for  prepar- 
ing a grave  for  the  burial  of  any  person  not  a relative 
f the  owner  of  record  of  any  such  lot  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  such  sale  of  a single  grave  and  the 
superintendent  of  cemeteries  shall  thereupon  refuse  to 
have  such  grave  prepared  until  such  owner  shall  present 
satisfactory  evidence  to  said  superintendent  or  to  the 
committee  on  cemeteries  that  such  burial  is  not  a vio- 
lation of  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sec.  7.  The  joint  standing  committee  on  cemeteries 
hall  set  apart  a suitable  section  in  Oak  Grove  Cemetery, 
in  which  single  graves  will  be  sold  at  a price  to  be  fixed 
by  said  committee  from  time  to'  time,  such  sales  to  be 
made  by  the  superintendent.  All  such  sales  shall  be 
subject  to  any  and  all  rules  and  regulations  which  from 
time  to  time  may  be  made  by  said  committee  and  ap- 
proved by  the  city  council.  The  amounts  received  from 
such  sales  shall  be  paid  by  said  superintendent  to  the 
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city  treasurer  on  or  before  the  third  business  day  of  the 
succeeding  month.  The  section  designated  as  such  single 
grave  section  shall  be  cared  for  by  the  superintendent  in 
like  manner  as  lots  under  perpetual  care. 

Sec.  8.  The  city  council  shall  take  and  hold  to  them- 
selves and  to  their  successors  in  office,  all  such  lands 
within  this  city  as  shall  be  conveyed  to  them  in  trust 
for  burial  purposes ; and  in  like  manner  shall  receive 
and  hold  all  funds  that  shall  be  conveyed  to  them  for 
the  purpose  of  ornamenting  or  keeping  in  repair  such 
burial  lots  and  any  other  burial  lots  within  the  city,  and 
shall  execute  said  trusts  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
contained  in  the  instrument  of  conveyance.  And  the 
city  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  re- 
ceive all  such  lands  and  funds,  and  to  have  the  charge, 
custody  and  management  thereof  under  the  advice  and 
direction  of  the  joint  standing  committee  on  cemeteries, 
and  subject  to  the  ordinances  ordained  and  orders  and 
rules  which  may  be  from  time  to  time  ordained  and  ap- 
proved by  the  city  council. 

The  city  treasurer  shall  invest  the  funds  so  received, 
according  to  his  best  judgment  for  the  purpose  of  deriv- 
ing an  income  therefrom ; the  city  treasurer  shall  keep 
an  account  of  the  same,  and  report  the  particulars  thereof 
in  connection  with  his  annual  report,  and  at  such  other 
times  as  the  city  council  may  request. 

Sec.  9.  All  interest  received  from  bequest  funds  for 
the  care  of  specified  private  lots,  shall  be  kept  as  a sep- 
arate fund  and  shall  be  used  only  for  the  care  of  said 
private  lots,  and  no  part  of  said  fund  shall  be  used  on 
any  lot  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  interest  received  for 
said  lot,  except  by  a unanimous  vote  of  the  joint  stand- 
ing committee  on  cemeteries,  or  such  other  body  as  may 
at  any  time  of  said  vote  have  the  supervision  of  the 
city’s  cemeteries. 

Sec.  10.  The  city  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to

the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  avenues  thereof,  for  all 
future  time.  All  moneys  constituting  said  sinking  fund 
shall  be  invested  by  the  city  treasurer  in  such  securities 
as  the  joint  standing  committee  on  finance  of  the  city 
council  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Sec.  12.  There  shall  be  appropriated  each  year  by  the

Said  park  commission  is  empowered  to  pre- 
scribe the  duties  of  the  superintendent  of  parks ; and  said 
superintendent  at  any  time  for  cause  may  be  removed 
by  said  park  commission  and  his  successor  appointed  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  the  ordinances.  Said  com- 
mission is  authorized  to  grant,  from  time  to  time,  such 
privileges  and  rights  in  said  parks  as  it  shall  deem  fit, 
and  to  any  person  under  lease  for  a term  of  years  or 
otherwise,  for  the  performance  of  any  exhibition,  or  for 
the  maintenance  of  any  amusement  or  recreation.  Said 
park  commission  shall  have  such  other  powers  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  relative  to  the  public  parks 
of  the  city  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  determined  by 
the  city  council. 

Sec.  3.  The  expenses  incident  to  the  proper  care  of 
the  parks  and  public  grounds  of  the  city  shall  be  paid 
from  the  annual  appropriations  for  parks,  and  all  bills 
on  account  thereof  shall  be  certified  and  approved  by  the 
park  commission  and  shall  be  audited  and  paid  in  the 
manner  provided  for  paying  the  current  expenses  of  the 
city  in  the  city  ordinance  relating  to  finance. 

Sec.  4.  The  park  commission  shall,  at  the  first  meet- 
ing in  March  in  each  year,  make  report  to  the  city  coun- 
cil of  the  condition  of  the  parks  and  public  grounds  of 
the  city,  the  sums  of  money  respectively  spent  thereon 
during  the  preceding  fiscal  year  with  such  suggestions  re- 
lating thereto  as  said  commission  may  deem  the  interest 
of  the  city  to  require.

Section  i.  A board  of  public  works  to  consist  of  one

member  to  be  known  as  the  commissioner  of  public  works  constituted, 
is  hereby  established  and  said  commissioner  shall  perform 
all  such  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  public 
laws,  and  the  city  ordinances,  and  all  such  further  duties 
as  may  be  from  time  to  time  required  from  him  by  the 
city  council  and  by  either  branch  thereof ; he  shall  devote 
his  entire  time,  skill  and  labors  to  the  duties  of  his  office 
and  the  interests  of  the  city  and  neither  he  nor  any  per- 
son appointed  by  him  to  any  office  or  employment  shall 
at  any  time  be  in  any  manner,  directly  or  indirectly,  in- 
terested in  any  contract  with  the  city  except  for  the  pro- 
tection and  advantage  of  the  city.  Said  commissioner, 
after  notice  and  hearing,  may  be  removed  from  office  at 
any  time  for  any  negligence,  unfaithfulness,  inefficiency 
or  misconduct,  by  a concurrent  vote  of  three-fifths  of  the 
members  elected  to  each  board  of  the  city  council. 
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Sec.  2.  The  assistant  commissioner  shall  give  his 
whole  time,  skill  and  labor  to  said  department  of  public 
works  under  the  direction  of  said  commissioner,  and  for 
all  of  his  acts  the  said  commissioner  shall  be  responsible ; 
in  case  of  the  temporary  absence  or  disability  of  the 
commissioner  said  assistant  shall  for  the  time  perform 
the  duties  of  said  commissioner. 

Sec.  3.  Said  commissioner  of  public  works  shall  have 
the  charge,  control  and  management  of  the  highway  de- 
partment of  said  city,  and  of  the  work  and  property  of  the 
said  department,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  ex- 
tent as  the  highway  commissioner  of  the  city  and  survey- 
ors of  highways  have  hitherto  had  the  charge, # control 
and  management  thereof ; and  said  commissioner  of  pub- 
lic works  shall  have  the  charge,  control  and  management 
of  the  sewer  department  of  said  city,  and  of  the  work 
and  property  of  said  sewer  department,  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  to  the  same  extent  as  the  sewer  commissioners 
of  the  city  have  hitherto  had  the  charge,  control  and 
management  thereof ; and  said  commissioner  of  public 
works  shall  have  the  charge,  control  and  management  of 
the  water  department  of  said  city  (sometimes  called  the 
“Pawtucket  Water  Works”),  and  of  the  work  and  prop- 
erty of  said  department  or  “water  works,”  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  the  extent  as  the  water  commissioners  of 
the  city  have  hitherto  had  the  charge,  control  and  man- 
agement thereof  and  said  departments  are  hereby  put 
under  his  control  and  management. 

Sec.  4.  Said  commissioner  may  make  all  necessary 
rules  and  regulations  concerning  the  rates  to  be  charged 
for  water,  the  time  and  place  of  payment  thereof,  and 
for  the  care,  management,  preservation  and  use  of  the 
water  works  and  sewer  systems  and  connections  with  the 
same,  but  before  such  rules  and  regulations,  or  any 
changes  therein  shall  become  operative  and  binding  they 
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shall  be  reported  to  and  be  approved  by  the  board  of 
aldermen. 

Sec.  5.  Said  commissioner  of  public  works,  may  em- 
ploy such  agents,  clerks  and  servants -as  he  may  deem 
necessary,  and  fix  their  compensation,  and  he  may  also 
make  such  contracts  for  labor  and  materials  as  may  be 
necessary  in  the  management  of  said  works  and  for 
making  the  same  available.

Section  i.  No  person  shall  carry  on  the  plumbing 
business  in  the  city  of  Pawtucket,  nor  shall  any  person 
make  any  connection  with  the  Pawtucket  Water  Works, 
unless  duly  licensed  by  the  inspector  of  plumbing. 

Sec.  2.  The  inspector  of  plumbing  may  license  any 
suitable  person  or  persons  to  carry  on  such  business  in 
said  city,  and  said  license  shall  not  be  transferable.  Every 
such  licensee  shall  register  his  name  and  place  of  business 
in  the  office  of  the  inspector  of  plumbing  and  shall  notify 
said  inspector  immediately  of  any  change  in  the  place  of 
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business.  All  such  licenses  shall  expire  on  the  31st  day 
of  March  next  following  the  issue  of  the  same,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  any  such  license  issued  in  March  of 
any  year,  shall  expire  on  the  31st  day  of  March  in  the 
succeeding  year. 

Before  any  such  license  shall  be  granted,  the 
applicant  shall  file  a bond  signed  by  one  or  more  sureties 
to  be  approved  by  the  inspector  of  plumbing,  conditioned 
to  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  city  of  Pawtucket, 
and  said  inspector  of  plumbing  from  all  suits  and  actions 
of  every  name  and  description  brought  against  the  city 
of  Pawtucket  or  any  officer  of  said  city,  for  or  on  ac- 
count of  any  injuries  or  damages  received  or  sustained 
by  any  person  or  persons,  by  or  from  said  licensed  plum- 
ber, his  servants  or  agents  in  doing  said  work,  or  by  or 
in  consequence  of  any  negligence  in  guarding  the  same, 
or  any  improper  material  used  therein;  or  by  or  on  ac- 
count of  any  act  or  omission  of  said  plumber  or  his 
agents ; and  to  faithfully  perform  the  work  in  all  re- 
spects to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inspector  of  plumbing; 
and  to  replace  and  restore  the  street  and  pavement  there- 
in over  every  opening  to  as  good  state  and  condition  as 
he  found  it ; and  to  keep  and  maintain  the  same  in  good 
order  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  commissioner  of  public 
works.

It  is  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Paw- 
tucket as  follows: 

Section  i.  The  authority  to  determine  in  what  streets 
of  this  city,  main  drains  and  common  sewers  shall  be 
constructed  and  laid,  shall  be  vested  in  and  exercised 
by  the  city  council. 

Sec.  2.  A general  construction  account  is  hereby  es- 
tablished for  the  sewer  system  of  the  city  from  which 
account  shall  be  paid  all  the  expenses  incident  to  the 
purchase  of  materials  for  and  construction  of  the  main 
drains  and  common  sewers  authorized  by  the  city  council, 
and  the  expenditure  of  all  appropriations  made  for  said 
construction  account  and  the  payment  of  all  bills  and 
accounts  relative  thereto  shall  be  made  in  the  manner 
provided  for  paying  the  current  expenses  of  the  city 
arising  from  the  construction  of  sewers. 

Sec.  3.  The  commissioner  of  public  works  shall  have 
full  power  to  authorize  persons  to  connect  their  estates 
with  said  sewers  and  drains,  under  such  regulations  as 
he  may  deem  the  public  good  to  require,  and  all  connec- 
tions therewith  which  have  been  or  may  be  made  shall  be 
subject  to  such  changes  and  repairs  as  said  commissioner 
or  the  board  of  aldermen  may  from  time  to  time  direct 
in  the  interests  of  the  public  health. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  commissioner  of  public  works  shall 
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cause  a plat  to  be  made  of  all  the  streets  or  parts  of 
streets  in  which  drains  and  sewers  have  been  or  shall 
be  constructed  by  order  of  the  city  council,  together 
with  the  land  of  the  abutters  thereon  liable  to  assess- 
ment, which  plats  shall  also  show  the  location  of  the 
drains  or  sewers  in  the  respective  street  or  streets,  the

No  boiler  used  or  to  be  used  to  generate 
steam  for  power  shall  be  hereafter  located  or  set  in  the 
city  of  Pawtucket,  except  as  provided  by  the  building  or- 
dinance, until  permission  shall  have  been  granted  by  the 
board  of  aldermen,  and  all  such  permits  shall  be  posted 
in  the  room  where  such  boiler  is  located ; and  no  such 
boiler  already  or  hereafter  set  or  located  shall  be  con- 
tinued in  operation  in  this  city,  unless  the  same  shall  be 
done  in  conformity  with  such  restrictions,  rules,  regu- 
lations and  conditions  as  said  board  of  aldermen  may 
from  time  to  time  prescribe  therefor. 

Sec.  2.  Every  application  for  permission  to  locate  a 
steam  boiler  for  the  generation  of  steam  for  power  ex- 
cept an  application  to  locate  such  boiler  to  replace  one 
already  located  shall  be  advertised  three  times  in  the 
newspaper  having  the  contract  for  the  city  advertising 
and  upon  the  filing  of  any  such  application,  the  city 
clerk  shall  prepare  such  advertisement  with  the  notice 
of  the  time  when  the  board  of  aldermen  will  consider 
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said  application  and  the  petitioner  shall  cause  said  ad- 
vertisement to  be  published  as  aforesaid. 

Sec  3.  Every  person  who  shall  locate  or  set,  or  cause 
to  be  located  or  set,  or  shall  assist  in  locating  or  set- 
ting in  the  city  of  Pawtucket,  any  boiler  used,  or  to  be 
used  to  generate  steam  for  power,  without  a permit 
therefor  duly  granted  and  issued  by  the  board  of  aider- 
men  of  said  city,  except  as  provided  by  the  building 
ordinance,  and  every  person  who  shall  continue  in 
operation,  or  cause  to  be  operated,  or  assist  in  the  op- 
eration of  any  such  boiler  contrary  to  the  restrictions, 
rules,  regulations  and  conditions  which  said  board  of 
aldermen  shall  make  relative  thereto  shall  be  fined  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  not  more 
than  ten  days. 


CHAPTER  XLI.

tucket, unless  a license  for  the  same  shall  be  first  ob- 
tained from  the  board  of  aldermen  of  said  city.  No 
license  shall  be  granted  for  the  manufacture  of  any 
such  explosive  within  the  first  building  district  of  said 
city. 

Sec.  2.  No  person,  other  than  manufacturers  licensed 
as  aforesaid,  or  authorized  by  the  commissioner  of 
public  works  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  keep  for 
sale,  store  or  have  in  possession  for  any  purpose  or 
use,  in  any  building  or  place  within  the  city  of  Paw- 
tucket, more  than  one  pound,  in  aggregate,  of  gun- 
powder, gun  cotton,  dynamite,  nitroglycerine,  nitro- 
gelatine, lyddite,  cordite,  fulminate  or  other  high  ex- 
plosive, or  more  than  one  pound  in  the  aggregate  of 
any  compound  or  substance,  a part  of  which  is  gun 
cotton,  dynamite,  nitroglycerine,  nitrogelatine,  picric 
acid,  lyddite,  cordite,  fulminate  or  other  high  explo- 
sive, unless  a license  for  the  same  shall  be  first  ob- 
tained from  the  board  of  aldermen  of  said  city. 

Sec.  3.  All  such  licenses  shall  be  issued  by  the  city 
clerk  and  shall  designate  the  building  wherein  such 
explosive  may  be  manufactured,  or  where  they  may  be 
stored  or  kept  for  sale.  Said  licenses  shall  be  for  the 
term  of  one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  unless  sooner 
revoked  by  order  of  said  board  of  aldermen,  and  each 
such  license  shall  be  subject  to  such  conditions  and 
limitations  as  from  time  to  time  shall  be  prescribed  by 
ordinance  or  by  law,  and  may  be  revoked  at  any  time 
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at  the  pleasure  of  said  board.  The  fee  for  each  license 
granted  under  the  provisions  of  section  one  shall  be 
one  hundred  dollars  and  the  fee  for  each  license 
granted  under  the  provisions  of  section  two  shall  be 
five  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  Every  person  licensed  as  aforesaid  shall  have 
placed  over  the  main  entrance  of  the  building  or  build- 
ings designated  in  the  license  a sign  with  letters  at 
least  three  inches  high,  inscribed  “Licensed  to  store 
and  sell  Explosives”  and  no  person  licensed  under  the 
provisions  of  section  two,  shall  store,  keep  or  have  in 
possession  for  any  purpose  or  use  more  than  one  hun- 
dred pounds  in  the  aggregate  of  any  one  or  more  of 
said  substances  within  the  first  building  district  in 
said  city ; provided,  that  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, shall  not  apply  to  the  storing,  keeping  or  hav- 
ing in  possession  for  any  purpose  or  use  of  a ten  per 
centum  or  weaker  solution  of  nitroglycerine  by  phar- 
macists, or  the  combination  of  gun  cotton  or  other  ex- 
plosive in  what  is  known  as  celluloid. 

Sec.  5.  Every  person  licensed  under  the  provisions  of 
section  two  shall  store  all  such  explosives  in  such 
manner  and  in  such  receptacles  as  the  chief  engineer 
of  the  fire  department  may  approve  and  all  such  re- 
ceptacles shall  be  placed  in  such  portion  of  the  build- 
ing designated  in  the  license  as  said  chief  engineer 
shall  order.  Said  chief  engineer  shall  have  the  author- 
ity and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  examine  all  places  foi 
which  any  license  shall  have  been  granted  to  manu- 
facture, store  or  keep  for  sale  any  high  explosive  and 
any  place  where  explosive  chemicals  are  kept  for  sale 
and  to  promptly  report  to  the  board  of  aldermen  any 
failure  on  the  part  of  any  person  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  any  regulation  which 
he  may  make  in  regard  to  the  method  and  place  of 
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storing  any  explosive.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city 
clerk  to  notify  said  chief  engineer  of  the  location  of 
all  places  reported  to  the  board  of  aldermen  in  accord- 
ance with  sections  io,  n,  12  and  13  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  transport  any  high  explosive 
in,  on,  or  through  any  street  within  the  city  of  Paw- 
tucket except  in  a vehicle  with  springs  suitable  for 
such  purpose.  No  person  having  charge  of  any  vehi- 
cle containing  any  such  explosives  shall  leave  the 
same  unattended  in  any  street  or  highway,  nor  shall 
allow  any  vehicle  containing  more  than  twenty-five 
pounds  of  explosives  to  stop  or  stand  in  any  street  or 
highway  within  this  city,  except  to  load  or  unload.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  any  police  officer  to  immediately 
remove  or  cause  to  be  removed  any  vehicle  found 
standing  in  any  street  or  highway  in  violation  of  this 
section.  Every  licensee  under  this  ordinance  shall  in- 
struct each  purchaser  or  his  agent  of  the  dangerous 
nature  of  any  package  containing  explosives  and  of 
the  requirements  of  this  section  as  to  transportation. 
No  company  or  person  shall  carry  any  high  explosive 
in  any  street  car  within  the  city  limits. 

Sec.  7.  The  commissioner  of  public  works  is  hereby 
authorized  to  grant  permission  in  writing  for  the  use 
of  explosives  for  blasting  at  any  place  within  the  city, 
provided,  in  his  opinion  such  blasting  can  be  done 
with  safety  to  persons  and  property,  upon  such  condi- 
tions and  under  such  regulations  and  restrictions  as 
he  shall  impose;  and  said  commissioner  may  require 
a bond  in  such  amount  and  with  such  surety  or  sure- 
ties to  his  satisfaction  as  he  shall  deem  sufficient,  such 
bond  to  be  given  to  said  commissioner  for  the  benefit 
of  any  person  or  persons  or  corporation  which  may 
suffer  any  damage  by  reason  of  the  exercise  of  such 
permission  to  use  explosives  for  blasting,  conditioned 
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to  pay  all  damages  and  all  costs  of  suits  and  losses  and 
expenses  of  every  name  and  nature  which  shall  accrue 
to  or  be  suffered  by  any  person,  persons  or  corporation 
by  reason  of  the  exercise  of  such  permission  to  do 
blasting,  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  8.  Said  commissioner  is  hereby  authorized  at 
any  time  to  revoke  any  permission  by  him  theretofore 
granted  for  the  use  of  explosives  for  blasting,  when- 
ever, in  his  opinion  the  safety  of  persons  or  property 
shall  require  such  revocation,  or  whenever  permission 
so  granted  by  him  shall  by  any  person  thereby  author- 
ized have  been  exercised  in  violation  of  any  rule,  reg- 
ulation or  restriction  imposed  by  said  commissioner. 

Sec.  9.  No  person  shall  store,  keep  or  have  in  posses- 
sion for  any  purpose  or  use  in  any  building  or  place 
within  the  city  of  Pawtucket,  in  any  manner  which 
shall  be  dangerous  to  the  public  safety,  any  chemicals, 
which  are  made  dangerous  by  contact  with  heat,  wa- 
ter, moisture,  or  with  each  other.  No  quantity  of  so- 
dium peroxide,  calcium  carbide  or  other  chemicals, 
which  are  made  dangerous  by  contact  with  water  or 
moisture,  shall  be  stored  or  kept  below  the  ground 
floor  of  any  building,  nor  shall  any  sodium  peroxide 
or  calcium  carbide  be  stored  or  kept  except  in  air-tight 
metal  cans. 

Sec.  10.  No  person  shall  manufacture  or  use  acety- 
lene gas  within  the  city  of  Pawtucket  unless  such  per- 
son shall  first  notify  the  board  of  aldermen  of  said  city 
of  the  place  or  location  where  such  manufacture  or  use 
is  to  be  carried  on,  and  unless  the  apparatus  used  and 
the  method  of  installation  shall  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwrit- 
ers. Nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  the  use  of 
acetlyene  gas  as  an  illuminant  for  automobiles. 
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Sec.  ii.  No  person  shall  store*  keep  or  have  in  pos- 
session for  any  purpose  or  use,  in  any  building  or  place 
within  the  city  of  Pawtucket,  more  than  five  gallons 
of  naphtha,  gasolene,  or  benzine,  or  other  product  of 
petroleum  that  will  flash  or  inflame  at  a less  temper- 
ature than  no  degrees,  Fahrenheit,  unless  such  per- 
son shall  have  first  filed  with  said  board  of  aldermen 
a statement  of  the  maximum  quantity  of  the  same  to 
be  kept,  stored  or  had  in  possession,  and  of  the  place 
where  and  manner  in  which  the  same  is  to  be  kept, 
stored  or  had  in  possession  by  such  person,  and  unless 
said  board,  with  regard  to  the  public  safety,  shall  have 
first  approved  by  vote  the  maximum  quantity,  place 
where  and  manner  in  which  the  same  is  to  be  stored, 
kept  or  had  in  possession,  and  the  same  shall  not  be 
stored,  kept  or  had  in  possession  by  such  person  in 
any  greater  quantity  or  in  any  other  place  or  manner 
than  as  specified  in  said  approval,  but  any  such  ap- 
proval may  be  rescinded  at  any  time  at  the  pleasure 
of  said  board.  Not  more  than  five  barrels  in  the  ag- 
gregate of  any  one  or  more  of  said  substances  shall 
be  stored  or  kept  in  any  building  or  place  within  the 
first  building  district  of  said  city,  except  in  a steel  tank 
or  tanks,  which  shall  be  located  under  ground,  the  top 
of  which  if  located  in  any  building  shall  be  below  the 
level  of  the  lowest  floor  or  basement  in  the  building 
containing  the  same,  and  all  pipes  of  which  shall  be 
arranged  to  drain  back  into  the  supply  tank;  or,  if  in 
the  opinion  of  said  board  of  aldermen  the  public  safety 
will  be  as  well  or  better  protected  by  having  said  tank 
or  tanks  in  any  particular  location  otherwise  than  un- 
derground, then  in  such  other  location  as  may  be  ap- 
proved by  vote  of  said  board,  but  any  such  approval 
may  be  rescinded  at  any  time  at  the  pleasure  of  said 
board.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  the  stor- 
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mg  or  keeping  of  naphtha,  benzine,  gasolene  or  other 
product  of  petroleum  in  the  tanks  of  vehicles  using  tne 
same  for  fuel  or  motive  power. 

Sec.  12.  No  person  shall  have,  store,  or  keep,  in  any 
one  building  within  said  city  more  than  three  vehicles 
using  naphtha,  benzine,  gasolene  or  other  product  of 
petroleum  that  will  flash  or  inflame  at  a less  tempera- 
ture than  no  degrees  Fahrenheit,  for  fuel  or  motive 
power,  unless  such  person  shall  have  first  filed  with 
said  board  of  aldermen  a statement  of  the  number  of 
such  vehicles  to  be  there  had,  stored,  or  kept,  the  place 
where  and  the  manner  in  which  the  same  are  to  be 
there  had,  stored  or  kept,  and  unless  said  board,  with 
regard  to  the*  public  safety,  shall  have  first  approved 
by  vote  the  place  where  and  the  manner  in  which  the 
same  are  to  be  there  had,  stored  or  kept,  and  the  same 
shall  not  be  there  had,  stored  or  kept  in  any  greater 
number,  or  in  any  other  place  or  manner,  than  as  spec- 
ified in  said  approval,  but  any  such  approval  at  any 
time  mav  be  rescinded  at  the  pleasure  of  said  board. 

Sec.  13.  No  stationary  engine,  motor  or  other  sta- 
tionary apparatus  or  device  using  naphtha,  benzine, 
gasolene,  or  other  product  of  petroleum  that  will  flash 
or  inflame  at  a less  temperature  than  no  degrees  Fah- 
renheit, the  supply  tank  of  which  contains  more  than 
two  gallons  of  the  same,  shall  be  installed,  operated,  or 
used  within  the  city  of  Pawtucket,  unless  the  appara- 
tus used  and  the  method  of  installation  shall  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters,  and  unless  said  board  of  aldermen  shall 
be  notified  in  writing  by  the  person  or  persons,  install- 
ing, operating  or  using  the  same  of  the  place  of  the 
location  of  the  same. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  engineer  of 
the  fire  department,  to  inspect,  or  cause  to  be  in- 
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spected,  in  the  daytime,  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as 
he  may  deem  necessary,  and  whenever  so  ordered  by 
said  board  of  aldermen,  all  places,  except  dwelling 
houses  and  parts  of  buildings  used  for  dwelling  pur- 
poses within  said  city,  where  they  have  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  any  of  the  articles,  substances,  machinery

sold  or  used.  Said  chief  engineer  shall  report  to  the 
board  of  aldermen  any  violation  of  this  ordinance. 
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Sec.  15.  Before  any  decision  of  said  board  of  aider- 
men  shall  become  final,  either  as  to  refusing  or  rescind- 
ing its  said  approval  under  the  provisions  of  section 
11  and  12,  hereof,  the  person  aggrieved  may  request 
said  board  for  a hearing  by  filing  his  reasons  therefor 
with  the  clerk  of  said  board  within  seven  days  from  the 
time  of  notice  to  such  person  of  the  decision  of  said 
board,  and  upon  filing  of  any  such  request  said  board, 
after  giving  such  person  an  opportunity  to  be  heard, 
shall  confirm  or  disapprove  the  decision  and  the  find- 
ing of  said  board  after  giving  the  person  aggrieved  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard  shall  be  final  and  binding  upon 
such  person  from  the  date  of  such  decision. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not 
apply  to  any  of  the  articles  or  substances  specified 
herein,  while  they  are  in  the  possession  of  railroad  or 
steamship  companies — except  in  street  cars  as  provid- 
ed in  Section  6,  of  this  ordinance — for  the  purpose  of 
transportation,  unless  the  same  shall  be  held  volun- 
tarily by  them  as  warehouse  men.

metal,  designated  as  a retail  junk  license,  five  dollars; 
for  a dealer  in  second-hand  articles  designated  as  a 
second-hand  shop  license,  five  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  No  retail  junk  licensee  shall  store  any  junk  in 
any  building  or  premises  of  which  any  part  is  used  as 
a dwelling  house,  except  with  the  written  consent  of 
the  chief  of  police. 

Sec.  4.  Every  wholesale  junk  licensee  shall  keep  in  a 
book  obtained  from  the  city  clerk  a contemporaneous 
record  in  ink,  and  in  the  English  language,  of  the  busi- 
ness done  by  him  as  follows : A description  of  every 
article  purchased  or  sold  by  him,  at  the  time  of  such 
purchase  or  sale,  except  a purchase  or  sale  of  junk  or 
old  metal  weighing  one  ton  or  over,  the  name  and  resi- 
dence of  the  person  from  or  to  whom  the  same  was 
purchased  or  sold,  and  the  day  and  the  hour  of  such 
purchase  or  sale. 

Sec.  5.  Said  book  of  record,  and  every  shop,  store- 
house, bag,  wagon,  cart,  or  place  of  business  of  any 
such  licensed  person,  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection 
and  examination  of  the  chief  of  police,  captain  of  po- 
lice, lieutenant  of  police,  inspector  of  police,  or  any 
person  authorized  by  any  of  them. 

Sec.  6.  Every  such  licensed  person  shall  keep  any 
property  purchased  or  received  by  him  and  required 
to  be  entered  upon  his  record  book  for  a period  of  ten 
days  from  and  after  the  report  required  to  be  made  by 
him  to  the  chief  of  police  as  hereinafter  provided ; and 
during  said  period  such  property  shall  be  kept  separate 
and  distinct  and  shall  not  be  disfigured  or  treated  in 
any  way  by  which  its  identity  may  be  destroyed  or 
affected ; except,  however,  that  any  retail  junk  licensee 
may  at  any  time  sell  any  such  property  to  any  person 
licensed  as  above  provided;  and  except  that  any  per- 
son licensed  as  above  provided,  may  sell  or  melt  with- 
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in  said  period  of  ten  days,  upon  permission  in  writing 
from  the  chief  of  police,  or  from  such  person  as  he 
shall  designate  to  act  for  him. 

Sec.  7.  Every  wholesale  junk  licensee  shall  every  day, 
excepting  Sundays,  between  the  hours  of  seven  and 
eleven  o’clock  before  noon,  deliver  to  the  chief  of  po- 
lice, or  at  his  office,  on  blank  forms  to  be  prescribed 
by  said  chief,  a legible  and  correct  transcript  from  the 
book  kept  by  such  licensed  person  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  showing  the  business  done  by  such  person 
during  the  business  day  immediately  preceding. 

Sec.  8.  No  wholesale  junk  licensee  shall  do  or  suffer 
to  be  done  any  business,  in  his  shop  or  storehouse  be- 
tween the  hours  of  seven  o’clock  afternoon  and  seven 
o’clock  before  noon. 

Sec.  9.  Every  wholesale  junk  and  second-hand  shop 
licensee  shall  display  in  a conspicuous  place  within  his 
shop  or  storehouse  the  license  last  granted  to  him. 

Sec.  10.  Every  retail  junk  licensee  shall  obtain  from 
the  city  clerk  a badge,  and  shall  wear  said  badge  on 
the  outside  of  his  outside  coat  and  have  with  him 
his  license  when  engaged  in  his  business.  Such 
badge  shall  bear  a number  which  shall  correspond  to 
the  badge  number  marked  on  the  license,  and  shall  be 
issued  upon  a deposit  of  fifty  cents,  to  such  person  as 
shall  obtain  the  license  bearing  such  badge  number, 
and  upon  the  surrender  of  such  badge  to  the  city  clerk, 
said  deposit  shall  be  returned  and  the  license  shall  there- 
by be  revoked.

All  licenses  granted  under  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  shall  expire  on  the  thirty-first  day  of 
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January  next  succeeding  the  date  of  such  license,  pro- 
vided that  such  license  issued  in  the  month  of  January 
shall  expire  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  January  in  the 
succeeding  year.  Said  licenses  shall  not  be  transfer- 
able and  no  rebate  shall  be  made  from  the  license  fee 
for  such  license  for  any  license  term  less  than  one  year.

It  is  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Paw- 
tucket as  follows: 

Section  i.  Whenever  any  person  shall  die  in  this 
city,  the  physician  in  attendance  during  the  last  sick- 
ness of  the  deceased  shall  furnish  to  the  undertaker  at- 
tending the  funeral  a certificate,  giving  the  name  of 
the  person,  date  of  death,  and  the  disease  or  cause  of 
death. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  bury  or  place  in  a tomb,  or 
remove  from  the  city,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  body 
of  any  human  being  who  shall  die  in  the  city  unless 
appointed  an  undertaker  by  the  board  of  aldermen 
nor  without  first  obtaining  a permit  from  the  city 
cierk. 

Sec.  3.  No  permit  shall  be  given,  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion two  until  the  city  clerk  is  furnished  with  the  in- 
formation in  relation  to  the  deceased  person,  required 
by  the  laws  of  the  state  for  record,  so  far  as  the  same 
can  be  ascertained,  together  with  the  physician’s  cer- 
tificate of  the  cause  of  death.  Whenever  the  body  of 
a person  is  lying  dead  in  the  city  who  has  been  unat- 
tended by  a physician  during  the  last  sickness  or 
whenever  the  undertaker  is  unable  to  obtain  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  attending  physician  the  city  clerk  shall 
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call  upon  a registered  physician  or  the  medical  exam- 
iner of  the  district  to  inquire  into  and  to  certify  as  to 
the  cause  and  manner  of  death,  and  shall  allow  said 
physician  or  medical  examiner  the  fee  of  two  dollars, 
which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury  upon  the 
order  of  the  city  clerk,  except  when  such  case  shall 
come  under  the  provisions  of  the  general  laws  relat- 
ing to  medical  examiners. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  bury  or  cause  to  be  buried 
the  body  of  any  deceased  person  in  the  city,  except  in 
such  grounds  as  are  or  may  be  designated  as  burying 
grounds  and  authorized  to  be  used  as  such. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  appointed  an  undertaker  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  shall  comply  with  all  ordinances, 
rules  and  regulations  made  for  the  management  and 
care  of  the  cemeteries  of  the  city  and  violation  of  such 
ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  or  of  the  within  or- 
dinance shall  in  addition  to  any  penalty  therein  pre- 
scribed be  deemed  sufficient  cause  for  revocation  by 
said  board  of  the  appointment  of  such  person  as  an 
undertaker. 

Sec.  6.  Every  person  violating  any  of  the  foregoing 
provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  pay  a fine  of  not  less 
than  five  or  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense. 
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It  is  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Paw- 
tucket as  follows: 

Section  i.  Buildings  and  structures  belonging  to  the 
United  States,  or  to  this  state,  are  exempt  from  the 
operations  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  The  city  of  Pawtucket  for  the  purpose  of 
this  ordinance  is  divided  into  two  buiMing  districts, 
the  first  or  close  district,  and  the  second  or  outer  dis- 
trict. 

Sec.  3.  The  first  building  district  shall  be  all  that  part 
beginning  in  the  west  side  of  the  Blackstone  river  at  Ex- 
change street,  thence  through  the  centre  of  Exchange 
street,  to  Montgomery  street;  thence  through  the 
centre  of  Montgomery  street,  to  a point  opposite  the 
centre  of  Humes  street,  thence  across  land  of  the  N. 
Y.  N.  H.  & H.  Railroad  Company  to  the  centre  of 
Humes  street;  thence  westerly  through  the  centre  of 
Humes  street  and  Beattie  street,  to  Mason  street; 
thence  northerly  and  westerly,  through  the  centre  of 
Mason  street  to  Dexter  street,  thence  southerly,  with 
the  centre  of  Dexter  street,  to  the  range  of  a line 
drawn  parallel  to  and  one  hundred  feet  northerly  from 
Weeden  street;  thence  westerly,  one  hundred  feet 
northerly  from  Weeden  street,  to  one  hundred  feet 
west  of  Pine  street;  thence  southerly,  one  hundred 
feet  west  of  Pine  street,  to  land  of  the  R.  Bliss  Manufac- 
turing Company ; thence  easterly,  southerly  and  east- 
erly, following  the  northern  boundary  of  land  of  the 
R.  Bliss  Manufacturing  Company  to  Pine  street; 
thence  southerly  through  Pine  street,  to  one  hundred 
feet  south  of  Church  street,  thence  easterly,  one  hun- 
dred feet  south  of  Church  street,  to  a point  opposite 
the  east  line  of  Hill  street,  thence  northerly  to  the 
centre  of  Church  street,  on  range  of  east  line  of  Hill 
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street ; thence  easterly,  through  the  centre  of  Church 
street,  to  Pleasant  street;  thence  southerly,  through 
the  centre  of  Pleasant  street,  to  the  gangway  north  of 
the  old  Davis  Tannery  lot;  thence  through  the  centre 
of  this  gangway  to  the  Pawtucket  river;  thence  across 
:he  said  river  to  the  easterly  side  thereof,  at  a point 
on  the  range  of  the  north  line  of  land  now  owned  by 
Sarah  M.  Cunningham ; thence  easterly  on  said  line  to  the 
centre  of  River  street ; thence  northerly,  with  the  cen- 
tre line  of  said  River  street,  to  the  centre  line  of  Cross 
street;  thence  easterly,  with  the  centre  line  of  said 
Cross  street,  to  the  centre  line  of  Elm  street;  thence  in 
a straight  line  to  a point  on  the  westerly  line  of  Water 
street,  sixty-one  feet  south  of  Main  street;  thence 
across  said  Water  street  to  a point  on  the  easterly  line 
thereof,  one  hundred  feet  south  of  Main  street;  thence 
easterly,  one  hundred  feet  from  and  parallel  with  said 
Main  street,  to  the  centre  of  School  street;  thence 
northerly,  with  said  centre  line  of  School  street,  to  the 
northerly  line  of  Main  street;  thence  easterly,  with 
northerly  line  of  Main  street,  to  a point  eighty-eight 
feet  east  of  the  easterly  side  of  Slack  lane ; thence 
northerly,  on  division  line  lands  owned  by  Josephine 
E.  Nichols  and  Sarah  B.  French  and  between  lands  of 
George  Crawford  and  Thomas  T.  Berry,  to  Walcott 
street;  thence  across  Walcott  street  and  Broadway  to 
the  easterly  line  of  the  Benjamin  L.  Pitcher  estate; 
thence  northerly,  by  said  easterly  line  of  the  Benja- 
min L.  Pitcher  estate,  to  the  Blackstone  river;  thence 
northerly  by  Blackstone  river  to  the  point  or  place  of 
beginning. 

Sec.  4.  The  second  district  shall  comprise  all  that  second  ap- 
portion of  the  city  not  included  in  the  first  or  close  trtct. 
district.  Any  building  erected  or  hereafter  erected, 
situated  upon  the  line  dividing  the  two  districts  shall 
be  included  in  the  close  district.  The  city  council  may 
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from  time  to  time,  by  ordinance  change  the  lines  of 
the  close  limits,  and  within  these  limits  every  building 
hereafter  erected  shall  have  its  external,  party  and 
partition  walls  built  of  brick,  stone,  iron,  or  other  sub- 
stantial and  incombustible  materials,  and  only  the  fol- 
lowing wooden  buildings  shall  be  allowed,  viz ; — Sheds 
or  buildings  not  over  fifteen  feet  high,  not  more  than 
ten  hundred  feet  in  area,  to  be  used  for  market  or  stor- 
age purposes,  and  all  external  walls  of  such  wooden 
buildings  shall  be  covered  with  incombustible  mate- 
rials. Temporary  sheds  not  over  fifteen  feet  high  for 
the  use  of  builders  while  at  work  upon  building  sites 
rnay  be  erected. 

Sec.  5.  In  the  construction  of  this  ordinance  if  not 
inconsistent  with  the  context,  the  ’following  terms 
shall  have  the  respective  meanings  herein  assigned  to 
them,  viz : 

“External  wall”  shall  apply  to  every  outer  wall  or 
vertical  enclosure  of  a building,  other  than  a party 
wall. 

“Party  wall”  shall  apply  to  every  wall  used,  or  built, 
intended  as  a separation  of  any  building  from  any 
other  building  to  be  occupied  by  different  persons. 

“Foundation  wall”  means  that  portion  of  a wall  be- 
low the  level  of  the  street  or  curb,  and  when  the  wall 
is  not  on  a street,  that  portion  of  the  wall  below  the 
level  of  the  highest  ground  next  to  the  wall ; but  if  un- 
der party  or  partition  walls,  may  be  construed  by  the 
inspector  to  mean  that  portion  below  the  cellar  floor. 

“Partition  wall”  shall  mean  any  interior  wall  of  ma- 
sonry in  a building. 

A “tenement  house”  shall  mean  and  include  every 
house,  building  or  portion  thereof,  which  is  intended 
to  be  occupied  or  is  occupied  as  the  residence  of  three 
or  more  families  living  independently  of  one  another 
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and  doing  their  cooking  upon  the  premises ; or  by 
more  than  two  families  upon  a floor,  so  living  and 
cooking,  but  having  a common  right  in  the  halls,  stair- 
ways, yards,  water-closets,  or  privies,  or  some  of  them. 

A “lodging  house”  shall  mean  and  include  any  house 
or  building  or  portion  thereof,  in  which  persons  are 
lodged  for  hire  for  a single  night  or  for  less  than  a 
week  at  one  time. 

A “cellar”  shall  mean  every  basement  or  lower  story 
of  any  building  or  house,  of  which  one-half  or  more  of 
the  height  from  the  floor  to  the  ceiling  is  below  the 
level  of  the  ground  adjoining. 

Sec.  6.  All  buildings  or  parts  of  buildings  erected, 
and  not  hereinafter  specifically  described,  shall  be  of 
sound  material,  abundantly  strong  for  the  purpose  in- 
tended, and  the  sizes  of  materials  used  therein  shall  be 
such  as  have  been  determined  by  the  best  authorities 
and  demonstrated  to  be  proper.  Material  subjected 
to  transverse  strains  shall  not  be  loaded  to  more  than 
one-fourth  their  ultimate  strength,  if  subjected  to 
shearing  or  tensile  strains  to  more  than  one-fifth  their 
ultimate  strength,  and  the  piers,  and  columns  of  less 
than  five  diameters  in  height  to  more  than  one-sixth 
their  crushing  strength.  Columns  or  piers  of  more 
than  five  diameters  are  to  be  increased  according  to 
the  formula  of  the  best  authority.  Cutting  for  piping 
or  other  purposes  shall  not  be  done  so  as  to  render 
the  strength  of  the  supporting  parts  below  that  re- 
quired by  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector  of  build- 
ings to  keep  a record  of  all  permits  issued,  which  shall 
be  regularly  numbered  in  the  order  of  their  issue,  also 
a record  showing  the  number  and  size  of  every  build- 
ing hereafter  erected  in  the  city,  of  what  material  con- 
structed, the  number,  kind  and  cost  of  all  said  build- 
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ings,  and  a record  of  all  transactions  of  his  office.  The 
inspector  may,  upon  application,  grant  permits  for  the 
temporary  location  of  steam  boilers  to  be  used  by 
builders  in  the  erection  of  buildings,  but  all  such 
boilers  must  be  operated  in  conformity  with  such  re- 
strictions, rules,  regulations  and  conditions  as  the 
board  of  aldermen  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe 
therefor. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector  to  visit 
and  inspect  any  building  upon  which  work  is  being 
done  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  whenever 
lequested  to  do  so  by  any  person  in  interest.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  inspector  to  sign  all  permits  and  no- 
tices required  to  be  issued  under  this  ordinance,  and 
to  institute  criminal  proceedings  for  all  violations 
thereof. 

Sec.  9.  The  inspector  shall  have  full  power  to  pass 
upon  any  question  arising  under  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  relative  to  the  manner  of  construction  or 
materials  to  be  used  in  the  erection,  alteration  or  re- 
pair of  any  building.  The  inspector  shall  examine  or 
cause  to  be  examined  all  buildings  upon  which  work 
is  being  done  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
as  often  as  practicable,  and  make  a record  of  all  vio- 
lations of  the  several  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  to- 
gether with  the  street  and  number  where  such  viola- 
tions are  found,  the  name  of  the  owner,  lessee,  occu- 
pant, architect  and  builder,  and  all  other  matters  rel- 
ative thereto.  He  shall  examine  all  buildings  under 
application  to  be  raised,  enlarged,  altered  or  built  upon 
if  necessary  and  make  a record  of  the  same. 

Sec.  10.  The  inspector  shall,  so  far  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  performance  of  his  duty,  have  the  right 
to  enter  any  building  or  premises,  and  to  examine  and 
inspect  such  building  in  process  of  construction,  and 
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to  direct  the  suspension  of  any  such  building  opera- 
tions as  shall  not  conform  to-  the  requirements  con- 
tained in  this  ordinance,,  and  no  person  shall  continue 
any  building  operations  of  any  kind  after  the  inspec- 
tor has  in  writing  directed  the  suspension  thereof  for 
such  reasons. 

Sec.  i i.  Any  alteration  in  or  addition  to  any  building 
already  erected,  or  hereafter  to  be  built  except  neces- 
sary repairs  not  affecting  the  construction  of  the  ex- 
ternal. or  party  walls,  chimneys  or  stairways  shall  to 
the  extent  of  such  work  be  subject  to  the  regulations 
of  this  ordinance.  No  building  already  erected  or 
hereafter  built  shall  be  raised  or  built  upon  in  such  a 
manner  that  were  such  building  wholly  built  or  con- 
structed after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  it  would 
be  in  violation  of  any  provision  thereof. 

Sec.  12.  No  work  except  necessary  repairs  shall  be 
done  upon  any  structure  or  building  in  said  city,  with- 
out a permit  from  the  inspector  of  buildings  nor  ex- 
cept in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  upon  application  such  inspector  shall  issue 
such  permit  in  accordance  herewith.  Any  one  com- 
mencing or  having  work  performed  before  obtaining 
said  permit  shall,  after  a written  notice,  forfeit  and 
pay  a penalty  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more 
than  twenty  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  such  viola- 
tion continues.  All  permits  granted  for  building  op- 
erations that  are  not  commenced  within  a period  of 
six  months  from  the  time  of  issuance  shall  expire  by 
limitation.  The  said  inspector  shall  not  grant  any  per- 
mits for  the  commencement  of  any  building  operations 
until  the  owner  or  owners  or  the  duly  authorized  agent 
or  architect  of  the  same  shall  have  filled  out  and  signed 
a blank  application  giving  full  particulars  of  where 
and  of  what  material  such  buildings  are  to  be  built, 
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together  with  the  estimated  cost  of  the  same.  Every 
such  application  which  shall  be  thought  of  sufficient 
importance  by  the  inspector  of  buildings  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  a copy  of  the  plans  or  specifications  or 
both  as  may  be  required. 

Sec.  13.  Any  excavation  upon  a lot  adjoining  a street 
shall  be  properly  guarded  and  protected  by  the  person 
having  charge  of  such  excavation  so  as  not  to  become 
dangerous  to  public  travel.  Whenever  any  excava- 
tion shall  be  commenced  upon  a lot  of  land  and  there 
shall  be  a party  or  other  wall  standing  upon  or  near 
the  boundary  line  of  said  lot,  if  the  person  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  preserve  and  protect  said  wall  from  in- 
jury shall  neglect  or  fail  so  to  do,  for  twenty-four 
hours  after  notice  in  writing  from  the  inspector  of 
buildings  left  at  the  usual  residence  or  place  of  busi- 
ness of -such  person,  said  inspector  shall  direct  the  sus- 
pension of  all  such  excavations  and  they  shall  not  be 
continued  again  until  the  necessary  steps  shall  have 
been  taken  to  make  the  said  walls  safe  and  to  prevent 
them  from  becoming  unsafe. 

Sec.  14.  Whenever  any  person  shall  be  about  to  erect 
or  alter  the  exterior  walls  of  a building  within  five  feet 
of  the  line  of  a travelled  street,  said  person  shall  cause 
ihe  portion  of  the  site  of  said  building  bordering  upon 
said  street  to  be  enclosed  by  a proper  fence  not  less 
than  four  feet  high,  if  deemed  necessary  by  the  inspec- 
tor, and  if  it  should  be  necessary  to  locate  such  fence 
within  the  limits  of  the  said  travelled  street  permission 
shall  first  be  obtained  from  and  the  line  for  the  loca- 
tion of  said  fence  shall  be  given  by  the  inspector;  and 
if  such  fence  shall  prevent  passage  on  the  sidewalk, 
said  person  shall  lay  and  maintain  a plank  walk  around 
the  same  not  less  than  thirty  inches  wide;  and  said 
fence  shall  be  made  as  much  higher  and  the  walk  as 
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much  wider  as  the  inspector  of  buildings  shall  direct, 
and  the  same  shall  be  maintained  until  all  liability  to 
.accident  shall  be  terminated.  No  person  shall  erect 
or  continue  when  erected  any  staging  in  any  highway 
for  the  purpose  of  repairing  or  erecting  without  first 
obtaining  permission  from  the  inspector,  and  all  such 
staging  shall  be  so  erected  and  secured  as  to  be  safe 
and  sufficient  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  erected. 
In  erecting  and  building  no  person  shall  place,  deposit 
01  suffer  to  remain  in  any  street  or  highway  any  lum- 
ber or  other  material,  rubbish,  or  remains  of  any  old 
building  for  a longer  period  than  may  be  necessary  for 
the  prosecution  of  the  work  which  may  be  going  on, 
and  in  case  such  material  shall  remain  after  dark,  suffi- 
cient lights  shall  be  placed  over  or  near  the  same,  and 
kept  from  sunset  to  sunrise.  All  rubbish  from  erect- 
ing or  repairing  any  building,  or  the  removal  of  an 
old  building  shall  be  carried  away  by  the  person  so 
electing  or  repairing  such  building,  at  such  time  as  the 
commissioner  of  public  works  may  direct;  and  in  case 
of  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  do,  it  shall  be  removed  by 
the  said  commissioner  of  public  works  at  the  expense 
of  the  person  so  erecting  or  repairing  such  building. 
Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  section 
shall  pay  a fine  of  five  dollars. 

Sec.  15.  Every  permanent  building  shall  have  foun- 
dations not  less  than  four  feet  below  the  surface  ex- 
posed to  frost,  resting  upon  the  solid  ground  or  upon 
concrete,  piles,  or  other  solid  substructure.  Every 
wall  other  than  foundation  walls,  constructed  of  brick, 
stone,  or  other  similar  substance  shall  be  properly 
bonded  and  solidly  built  with  mortar  or  cement.  The 
thickness  of  every  wall  as  hereinafter  prescribed, 
shall  be  the  minimum  thickness  as  applied  to  solid 
walls.  The  height  of  every  external  or  party  wall,  as 
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referred  to  in  this  ordinance  or  in  any  ordinance  in 
amendment  thereof,  shall  be  measured  from  the  level 
of  the  finished  grade  to  its  highest  point;  on  sloping 
ground  such  height  shall  be  measured  at  intervals  of 
ten  feet. 

Sec.  i 6.  Whenever  piles  are  required  to  be  driven  for 
a foundation  they  shall  be  of  suitable  stock,  driven  to 
a firm  and  solid  bearing,  and  the  tops  shall  be  cut  off 
on  a level  to  insure  constant  immersion.  There  shall 
riot  be  less  than  two  rows  under  all  external  and  party 
walls,  and  they  shall  be  spaced  not  over  three  feet  on 
centres  in  the  direction  of  the  length  of  the  wall. 
Every  building  to  be  used  for  a dwelling  or  hotel  built 
upon  filled  or  made  land  shall  have  a bed  of  concrete 
made  of  hydraulic  cement  and  gravel,  or  tar  and 
gravel,  spread  over  the  cellar  bottom,  or  shall  be  paved 
with  brick  laid  in  cement  or  asphalt  throughout  the 
whole  extent  of  the  building,  and  where  there  is  a 
basement  floor  over  the  cellar  bottom  with  air  space 
oetween  the  concrete  and  said  floor,  the  air  space  shall 
be  ventilated. 

Sec.  17.  Foundation  walls  shall  rest  on  a proper  base 
or  footing  course ; if  stone,  each  stone  shall  have  the 
upper  and  under  surfaces  approximately  parallel  and 
shall  be  close  fitted  and  bedded  solid;  timber  shall  be 
ased  only  where  it  will  be  constantly  immersed  in  wa- 
ter, the  breadth  of  every  base  course  shall  be  in  pro- 
portion to  the  load  to  be  carried  and  to  the  softness  of 
the  soil  beneath  it.  Foundations  shall  be  built  of  rub- 
ble, block  granite  or  brick  laid  in  mortar,  as  herein- 
after provided.  For  wooden  buildings  not  exceeding 
thirty-five  feet  in  height  a foundation  wall  of  dry  rub- 
ble may  be  built  not  less  than  eighteen  inches  in  thick- 
ness. When  rubble  is  used,  two-thirds  of  the  bulk  of 
the  wall  shall  be  built  of  thorough  stone  thoroughly 
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bonded.  No  round  or  boulder  stones  shall  be  used. 
Foundations  of  rubble  shall  be  twenty-five  per  cent, 
thicker  than  required  for  granite  foundations.  Found- 
ations of  block  granite  shall  be  at  least  sixteen  inches 
thick,  and  at  least  eight  inches  thicker  than  the  walls 
next  above  them  to  a depth  of  ten  feet  below  the  sur- 
tace  of  the  ground.  Foundations  of  brick  shall  be  at 
least  twelve  inches  thick  and  at  least  four  inches 
thicker  than  the  walls  next  above  them,  to  a depth  of 
ten  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  ground,  and  all  foun- 
dation walls  extending  to  a greater  depth  than  ten  feet 
below  the  surface  of  the  ground  shall  be  increased  in 
thickness  to  resist  any  lateral  pressure  likely  to  be 
Drought  upon  them,  and  the  inspector  may  order  an 
increase  for  that  purpose. 


Sec.  18.  The  external  and  party  walls  of  brick  dwell- 
ing houses  not  over  thirty-five  feet  in  height  shall  be 
not  less  than  twelve  inches  thick  to  the  second  flour, 
and  not  less  than  eight  inches  thick  for  the  remaining 
height.  For  dwelling  houses  with  walls  exceeding 
thirty-five  and  not  exceeding  fifty-five  feet  in  height 
external  brick  walls  shall  be  not  less  than  sixteen 
inches  thick  to  the  second  floor,  and  twelve  inches 
above,  and  brick  party  walls  not  less  than  twelve 
mches  thick  to  the  top  of  the  upper  floor,  and  not  less 
than  eight  inches  thick  for  the  remaining  height.  For 
dwelling  houses  with  walls  exceeding  fifty-five  feet  in 
height  and  not  exceeding  seventy  feet  in  height,  ex- 
ternal brick  walls  shall  be  not  less  than  sixteen  inches 
thick  to  the  top  of  the  second  floor,  and  twelve  inches 
above,  and  brick  party  walls  not  less  than  twelve  inches 
thick  to  the  top  of  the  upper  floor,  and  not  less  than 
eight  inches  thick  for  the  remaining  height.  In  double 
wooden  houses  the  centre  partition  separating  the  two 
sides  of  the  house  shall  be  of  brick  from  the  cellar  bot- 
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tom  to  the  top  of  the  first  floor  and  from  thence  to 
Lhe  roof  may  be  of  brick  or  of  studding  filled  between 
with  brick  or  with  some  other  incombustible  material 
approved  by  the  inspector. 

Sec.  19.  Buildings  other  than  dwelling  houses  shall 
have  walls  of  the  following  thickness : 

For  buildings  in  which  the  walls  do  not  exceed  forty 
feet  in  height,  external  walls  shall  not  be  less  than  six- 
teen inches  thick  to  the  top  of  the  first  story,  and  not 
less  than  twelve  inches  thick  for  the  remaining  height. 

For  buildings  the  walls  of  which  exceed  forty  feet 
but  do  not  exceed  sixty  feet  in  height,  the  external 
walls  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  inches  to  the  top 
of  the  first  story,  not  less  than  sixteen  inches  thick  to 
the  top  of  the  second  story,  and  not  less  than  twelve 
inches  thick  for  the  remaining  height. 

For  buildings  the  walls  of  which  exceed  sixty  feet  in 
height,  but  do  not  exceed  eighty  feet,  the  external 
walls  of  the  two  lower  stories  shall  not  be  less  than 
twenty-four  inches,  the  next  story  above  not  less  than 
twenty  inches,  thence  not  less  than  sixteen  inches  to 
the  top  of  the  fourth  story,  and  not  less  than  twelve 
inches  for  the  remaining  height. 

Party  walls  in  such  buildings  shall  be  not  less  than 
twenty  inches  thick  to  the  top  of  the  second  floor 
above  the  street,  and  not  less  than  sixteen  inches  thick 
to  the  under  side  of  the  roof  boards,  and  not  less  than 
twelve  inches  thick  for  the  remaining  height. 

In  all  buildings  over  twenty-five  feet  in  width,  not 
having  either  brick  partition  walls,  or  girders,  sup- 
ported by  columns  running  lengthwise  of  the  building, 
the  external  walls  shall  be  increased  four  inches  in 
thickness  for  every  additional  twenty-five  feet  in  the 
width  of  said  building. 
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Bearing  walls  over  ninety  feet  in  length  without 
cross  walls  or  buttresses  of  equal  height  with  the  wall 
shall  be  four  inches  thicker  than  above  required. 

The  amount  of  materials  above  specified  for  external 
walls  may  be  used  either  in  piers  or  buttresses;  pro- 
vided, the  external  walls  between  said  piers  or  but- 
tresses shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  twelve  inches 
thick. 

If  adjoining  owners,  instead  of  a party  wall,  shall, 
each  at  the  same  time  erect  a wall  on  his  own  land', 
such  walls  may  be  twelve  inches  each  in  thickness,  to 
such  height  as  they  shall  be  contiguous. 

The  external  walls  of  stables,  or  workshops,  for 
light  work,  when  constructed  of  brick  or  stone  shall 
be  at  least  twelve  inches  thick;  provided,  that  no  such 
building  shall  be  over  thirty  feet  high,  nor  cover  more 
than  three  thousand  square  feet. 

Hollow  walls  may  be  built ; but  all  such  walls  shall 
be  tied  together  with  incombustible  anchors  placed 
not  more  than  three  feet  apart.  If  used  as  bearing 
walls,  the  thickness  shall  be  reckoned  by  their  solid 
parts,  unless  either  part  is  at  least  eight  inches  thick 
and  solid  vertical  connections  are  made  not  less  than 
twelve  inches  wide  nor  more  than  eight  feet  apart 
from  centres,  in  which  case  two-thirds  of  the  hollow 
space  shall  be  counted  with  the  solid  parts.  In  no  case 
ohall  the  ends  of  joists  or  other  woodwork  be  allowed 
to  come  within  four  inches  of  the  hollow  space. 

In  any  building  hereafter  to  be  erected,  to  be  occu- 
pied as  a tenement  or  lodging  house  in  which  the 
lower  part  is  to  be  used  for  business  or  manufacturing 
purposes,  or  which  is  intended  to  be  occupied  by  more 
than  four  families,  the  hall  partitions  from  cellar  to 
the  second  floor  shall  be  built  of  non-conducting,  in- 
combustible material. 
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Exterior  walls  faced  with  stone,  shall  have  a back- 
ing of  not  less  than  eight  inches  of  hard  brickwork 
laid  in  mortar.  But  in  no  case  shall  the  thickness  of 
stone  and  backing,  taken  together,  be  less  than  the 
thickness  required  for  a brick  wall  of  the  same  height. 
The  stone  facing  of  the  wall  shall  be  securely  tied  to 
the  brick  backing  by  means  of  metal  clamps.  Where 
a wall  is  finished  with  stone  cornice,  the  greatest 
weight  of  material  of  such  cornice  shall  be  on  the  in- 
side of  the  face,  of  the  wall,  so  that  the  cornice  shall 
firmly  balance  upon  the  wall.  In  brick  walls  every 
ninth  course  shall  be  a heading  course,  except  where 
some  bond  is  used,  in  which  at  least  every  ninth 
course  is  a heading  course,  or  where  walls  are  faced 
vvkh  face  brick,  when  every  ninth  course  shall  be 
bonded  with  Flemish  headers,  or  by  cutting  the  face 
course  and  putting  in  diagonal  headers  behind,  or  by 
splitting  the  face  brick  in  half  and  backing  the  same 
by  a continuous  row  of  headers. 

Metal  ties,  built  in  as  often  as  every  ninth  course, 
and  not  over  twelve  inches  apart,  may  be  used  instead 
of  the  brick  headers. 

In  all  walls  which  are  faced  with  thin  ashlar,  anch- 
ored to  the  backing,  or  in  which  the  ashlar  has  not 
either  alternate  headers  and  stretchers  in  each  course, 
or  alternating,  heading  and  stretching  courses,  the 
backing  of  brick  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  inches 
thick,  and  each  ashlar  shall  be  securely  tied  to  the 
backing  by  one  or  more  suitable  anchors.  All  heading 
courses  shall  be  good,  hard,  perfect  brick. 

Iron  piers  under  external  walls,  unless  full  columns, 
shall  be  backed  with  at  least  twelve  inches  of  brick- 
work ; iron  fronts  or  facings  shall  be  backed  with 
brickwork  at  least  eight  inches  thick.  No  rear,  front, 
division,  or  party  wall  of  brick  or  stone  shall  be  built 
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upon  or  supported  by  any  wooden  girders,  rafters,  or 
lintels,  or  other  wooden  supports,  but  upon  iron, 
bi  ick,  or  stone  of  sufficient  strength.  All  lintels  shall 
be  of  sufficient  strength  and  bearing  for  the  superim- 
posed weight.  No  timber  shall  be  used  in  any  wall  of 
■ building,  except  arch  forms  for  interior  arched  open- 
ings. 

The  side,  end,  and  party  walls,  shall  be  anchored  at 
each  tier  of  beams,  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  ten 
ieet  apart,  with  good,  strong,  wrought-iron  anchors,  at 
least  one-half  inch  by  one  and  one-half  inches,  well 
built  into  the  walls,  and  fastened  to  the  top  of  the 
beams ; and  where  the  beams  are  supported  by  girders, 
the  ends  of  the  beams  resting  on  the  girders  shall  be 
butted  together,  end  to  end,  and  strapped  by  wrought- 
iron  straps  or  tie-irons,  at  the  same  distance  apart,  and 
in  the  same  beams  as  the  wall  anchors,  and  shall  be 
well  fastened. 

All  mortar  shall  be  of  the  best  quality  for  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  is  applied. 

Party  walls  shall  be  coped  with  non-combustible 
material  securely  fastened,  or  with  wood  if  covered 
with  tin  or  other  metals;  and  where  there  is  a flat,  hip, 
or  pitch  roof,  shall  be  carried  up  to  a height  of  not  less 
than  two  feet  above  the  roof  covering,  at  every  part 
of  said  roof;  and  where  the  roof  is  of  the  kind  known 
as  Mansard  or  French,  or  of  any  style  excepting  as 
above  specified,  unless  the  same  is  constructed  of  fire- 
proof materials  throughout,  the  party  wall  shall  be 
carried  up  to  a height  of  not  less  than  two  feet  above 
the  flat  or  upper  slope  of  said  roof,  and  shall  extend 
through  the  lower  slope,  at  least  eighteen  inches  dis- 
tant from  and  parallel  with  the  roof  covering.  The 
ends  of  party  walls  shall  be  corbelled  out  at  least 
twelve  inches,  or  to  the  outer  edge  of  all  cornices  or 
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projections  on  the  front  or  rear  walls;  provided,  that 
if  a gutter-stone  of  suitable  dimensions  and  properly- 
balanced  shall  be  inserted,  it  shall  be  equivalent  to 
corbelling  and  no  continuous  vertical  recess  of  more 
than  four  inches  in  depth  shall  be  made  in  any  twelve- 
inch  party  wall  and  no  recess  of  any  kind  shall  be  made 
in  any  eight-inch  party  wall. 

Sec.  20.  Isolated  brick  piers  shall  be  built  of  good, 
hard,  well-burnt  brick,  and  under  all  lintels,  girders, 
iron,  or  other  columns,  shall  have  a cap  iron  at  least 
one  inch  thick,  or  a capstone  of  granite  at  least  eight 
inches  thick,  or  bluestone  at  least  four  inches  thick, 
the  full  size  of  the  pier.  In  the  case  of  an  external 
brick  pier,  the  plate  may  be  reduced  sufficiently  in  size 
to  allow  four  inches  of  brickwork  to  intervene  between 
the  edge  of  the  plate  and  the  face  of  the  pier  exposed 
to  the  weather. 

Columns  supported  by  brick  walls  or  piers  shall  rest 
upon  an  iron  plate  at  least  one  inch  thick,  or  upon  a 
capstone  of  granite  at  least  eight  inches  thick,  or  of 
bluestone  at  least  four  inches  thick,  of  a size  satisfac- 
tory to  the  inspector  of  buildings.  Under  iron  col- 
umns shall  in  all  cases  be  an  iron  plate  of  not  less  than 
one  inch  in  thickness.  All  iron  columns  must  be 
wrought  to  a true  bearing  at  right  angles  with  the  axis, 
and  must  be  set  plumb  without  wedging  up,  except 
with  thin  iron  wedges.  Every  pier  or  column  sup- 
porting walls  of  masonry  shall  have  for  a footing- 
course  a broad  leveler  of  block  stone,  ledge  stone,  or 
cement  concrete  sufficient  thickness,  and  with  a bear- 
ing surface  equal  in  area  to  the  square  of  one  foot 
more  than  the  width  of  the  footing  course  required 
for  a wall  of  the  same  thickness  as  that  borne  by  the 
pier  or  column ; and  if  the  foundation  of  such  piers  or 
columns  rests  upon  piles,  a sufficient  number  shall  be 
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driven  to  insure  a proper  support.  Every  brick  pier 
shall  have  one  or  more  binders  built  therein  either  of 
iron  not  less  than  one  inch  thick,  of  bluestone  not  less 
than  three  inches,  or  of  granite  or  sandstone  not  less 
than  five  inches  thick;  these  binders  shall  be  of  the  full 
size  of  the  pier  except  in  piers  on  the  street  front  above 
the  curb  where  they  may  be  four  inches  less  in  diame- 
ter. The  distance  between  any  two  binders  or  be- 
tween either  of  them  and  the  capstone  or  base  of  the 
pier  shall  not  exceed  four  feet. 

Sec.  21.  Floor  beams  shall  have  a bearing  of  at  least 
four  inches  at  each  end.  Every  trimmer  or  header 
more  than  four  feet  long,  used  in  any  building  except 
a dwelling,  shall  be  hung  in  stirrup  irons  of  suitable 
thickness  for  the  weight  to  be  supported.  The  butts  or 
ends  of  all  floor  beams  and  rafters  entering  a brick 
wall  shall  be  cut  on  a splay  of  three  inches  in  their 
width.  All  main  partitions  supporting  in  any  manner 
the  floor  beams  or  rafters  shall  be  placed  directly  over 
each  other  and  shall  rest  on  a wall  girder,  or  hard 
pine  capping,  and  shall  head  and  foot  against  each 
other  as  far  as  practicable.  Roof  or  floor  timbers  en- 
tering the  same  party  wall  from  opposite  sides,  shall 
have  at  least  four  inches  of  solid  brickwork  between 
the  ends  of  said  timbers.  Under  the  ends  of  iron  or 
wooden  girders,  resting  on  walls,  a stone  template 
shall  be  built  into  the  wall  not  less  in  width  than  four 
inches  less  than  the  thickness  of  said  walls,  and  not  in 
any  case  less  than  four  inches  in  thickness  and  eigh- 
teen inches  long.  Iron  wall  plates  may  be  used  in 
place  of  such  templates,  not  less  than  one  inch  in  thick- 
ness. 

Sec.  22.  Flat  roofs  shall  be  constructed  to  bear  a safe 
weight,  exclusive  of  materials,  of  not  less  than  fifty 
pounds  per  superficial  foot.  Floors  (except  attic 
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floors)  shall  be  constructed  to  bear  a safe  weight  per 
superficial  foot,  exclusive  of  materials,  as  follows:  For 
dwelling  houses,  tenement  houses,  apartment  houses, 
hotels,  boarding  houses  and  stables  not  less  than  sev- 
enty pounds ; ordinary  school  room  and  rooms  for 
light  mechanical  purposes,  not  less  than  one  hundred 
pounds ; theatres,  public  halls,  churches,  and  all  rooms 
liable  to  be  crowded  with  people,  not  less  than  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  pounds ; stores,  factories, 
mills,  and  business  buildings,  not  less  than  one  hundred 
and  fifty  pounds;  storehouses,  warehouses,  machine 
shops,  armories  and  drill  rooms,  not  less  than  two 
hundred  and  fifty  pounds. 

No  floor  shall  be  loaded  with  a greater  weight  than 
that  above  assigned  to  its  class,  unless  it  shall  have 
been  previously  examined  by  a competent  architect, 
civil  engineer,  or  master  builder,  not  interested  in  the 
construction  of  the  building,  who  shall  give  a certifi- 
cate of  the  weight  per  square  foot  such  floor  can  safely 
sustain,  a copy  of  which  certificate  shall  be  posted  in  a 
conspicuous  place  above  or  adjacent  to  such  floor,  and 
the  weight  therein  named  shall  in  no  case  be  exceeded. 
No  person  shall  load  any  floor  to  a greater  degree  than 
above  named,  or  shall  remove  any  certificate  posted  as 
above. 

Sec.  23.  No  bay  or  oriel  window  or  other  structure 
shall  be  placed  upon  any  building  so  as  to  project  over 
any  public  way  or  square  more  than  four  feet,  and  then 
only  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  in- 
spector of  buildings,  but  in  no  case  shall  any  such  pro- 
jection extend  below  a line  drawn  at  an  angle  of  forty- 
five  degrees,  starting  at  a point  eight  feet  above  the 
sidewalk  immediately  beneath ; nor  shall  any  oriel  or 
bay  window  or  other  structure  extend  beyond  a line 
drawn  horizontally  from  the  nearest  corner  of  the  ad- 
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jacent  lot,  at  an  angle  of  thirty  degrees  with  the 
street  line.  All  such  projections  shall  be  provided  with 
gutters  and  conductors  to  prevent  as  far  as  possible 
any  water  from  dripping  or  flowing  onto  the  sidewalk. 

As  to  all  buildings  hereafter  constructed  the  roof  of 
every  brick,  stone,  or  iron  building,  all  roofs  to  tene- 
ment and  lodging  houses,  and  the  roofs  of  all  wooden 
buildings  in  the  first  district  shall  be  covered  with  in- 
combustible material.  Incombustible  cornices  shall 
be  well  secured  to  the  walls,  independent  of  any  wood- 
work, and  in  all  cases  the  walls  shall  be  carried  up  to 
the  planking  of  the  roof  behind  the  cornice,  and  where 
the  cornice  projects  above  the  roof,  the  wall  shall  be 
carried  up  to  the  top  of  the  cornice;  and  all  exterior 
wooden  cornices  on  brick,  stone,  or  iron  buildings  that 
shall  hereafter  require  to  be  replaced,  shall  be  con- 
structed of  some  non-combustible  material,  as  required 
for  new  buildings;  and  every  exterior  wooden  cornice 
or  gutter  on  brick,  stone,  or  iron  buildings  that  may 
hereafter  be  damaged  by  fire  to  a greater  extent  than 
one-half  the  whole  thereof  shall  be  taken  down,  and  if 
replaced  shall  be  constructed  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Buildings  fronting  on  a street  shall  be  kept  provid- 
ed with  proper  leaders  for  conducting  the  water  from 
the  roof  to  the  ground,  sewer,  street-gutter  or  dry 
well,  in  such  a manner  as  shall  protect  the  walls  and 
foundations  from  damage ; and  in  no  case  shall  the  wa- 
ter from  the  said  leaders  be  allowed  to  flow  upon  the 
sidewalk.  Structures  or  projections  above  or  outside 
of  the  roofs  of:  buildings  over  sixty  feet  high,  shall  be 
made,  constructed,  framed,  and  covered  with  incom- 
bustible material. 

Sec.  24.  Chimneys  shall  be  built  of  well-burnt  brick 
or  clay  pipe,  stone,  or  iron.  Brick  flues  shall  have 
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joints  filled  and  struck,  and  be  smoothly  plastered  out- 
side below  the  roof;  plastering  to  be  put  on  after  the 
chimney  is  built  up  to  the  full  height.  Iron  or  clay 
pipe,  if  used,  must  be  enclosed  in  a brick  flue,  or  in  an 
outer  pipe  of  non-combustible  material,  with  a space 
between  of  not  less  than  one  inch;  and  all  joints  in 
such  pipes  must  be  thoroughly  filled  with  fireclay  or 
incombustible  cement ; brick  chimneys  must  have  out- 
er brick  walls  at  least  four  inches  thick.  Outside  walls 
of  flues  not  over  one  hundred  inches  in  area,  for 
ranges,  furnaces,  boilers,  and  ovens,  shall  be  of  at  least 
six  inches,  if  of  greater  area  of  at  least  eight  inches  of 
brickwork. 

Brick  flues,  not  starting  from  the  foundation  walls, 
shall  be  securely  built  into  the  brickwork  of  the  walls 
to  which  they  are  hung.  In  no  case  shall  chimneys  rest 
upon  any  flooring  without  a footing  of  masonry  or 
iron  supported  by  iron  beams,  having  a secure  bearing 
on  masonry  or  iron  at  either  end.  The  brickwork  of 
an  isolated  chimney  shall  not  be  carried  over  more 
than  three-quarters  of  an  inch  to  each  course  of  brick, 
nor  so  far  as  to  throw  the  centre  of  gravity  of  said 
chimney  outside  of  the  base  thereof.  Flues  shall  be 
topped  out  at  least  three  feet  above  the  roof;  brick 
topping  of  chimneys  shall  not  project  more  than  two 
inches,  unless  covered  by  metal,  stone,  or  terracotta 
caps,  well  secured. 

and  Hearth  of  fireplaces  or  grates  shall  be  laid  upon  in- 
combustible supports.  Wooden  centering,  supporting 
a trimmer-arch,  shall  be  removed  before  plastering  un- 
derneath. # 

Brickwork  back  of  all  grates,  fireplaces  and  ranges 
shall  not  be  less  than  eight  inches  thick;  and  when  it 
adjoins  a wooden  or  stud  partition,  shall  have  at  least 
two  four-inch  walls  with  at  least  a two-inch  air-space 
between. 
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No  woodwork  shall  be  secured  to  the  brickwork  of 
any  flue.  Smoke-pipes  in  buildings  having  combusti- 
ble floors  or  ceilings,  shall  enter  flues  at  least  twelve 
inches  from  floors  or  ceilings ; and  where  they  pass 
through  stud  or  wooden  partitions  whether  plastered 
or  not,  shall  be  guarded  by  a double  collar  of  metal, 
with  at  least  a four-inch  air-space  and  holes  for  ventil- 
ation, or  by  a soap-stone  ring,  at  least  four  inches  in 
thickness,  extending  through  the  partition.  Earthen 
funnels  in  chimneys  shall  project  not  more  than  one 
inch  from  the  brickwork  thereof ; metal  funnels  car- 
ried through  furring  or  studding,  shall  be  filled  around 
with  brick  or  stone,  for  at  least  six  inches  out  from  the 
pipe,  said  brick  or  stone  to  be  supported  on  brick  cor- 
belling, and  shall  pass  entirely  into  the  chimney,  or 
have  an  outer  ring  of  metal  at  least  four  inches  at 
every  point  from  the  funnel,  the  space  between  to 
be  left  open  or  covered  with  perforated  metal. 

The  smoke-pipe  of  any  hot  air,  steam,  hot  water,  or 
other  furnace  passing  beneath  wooden  beams  or  ceil- 
ings, shall  be  kept  at  least  eighteen  inches  therefrom, 
or  the  woodwork  shall  be  protected  by  a tin  shield  sus- 
pended at  least  one  inch  below.  Tops  of  furnaces  set 
in  brick  shall  be  covered  with  brick  so  as  to  be  per- 
fectly tight,  in  addition  to  and  not  less  than  two  inch- 
es from  the  covering  of  the  hot-air  chamber,  and  shall 
be  at  least  four  inches  below,  and  the  tops  of  portable 
furnaces  at  least  one  foot  below  any  wooden  beams  or 
ceilings. 

Cold-air  boxes  to  furnaces  shall  be  of  incombustible 
material  within  five  feet  of  the  furnace.  Registers 
connected  with  hot-air  furnaces  shall  be  set  in  non- 
conducting incombustible  borders  at  least  two  inches 
wide.  Register  boxes  shall  be  made  of  tin  plate  with 
a flange  on  top  to  fit  a groove  in  the  border. 
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There  shall  also  be  an  open  space  of  not  less  than 
one  inch  on  all  sides  of  the  register  box  (extending  in 
floor  registers  from  the  under  side  of  the  ceiling,  below 
the  register,  to  the  border  in  the  floor),  the  outside  of 
said  space  to  be  covered  with  a casing  of  tin  plate, 
made  tight  on  all  sides,  to  extend  to  and  turn  under 
the  said  border.  Registers  of  fifteen  by  twenty-five 
inches  or  more  shall  have  a space  of  not  less  than  two 
inches.  No  woodwork  shall  be  placed  at  a less  dis- 
tance than  one  inch  from  any  tin  or  other  metal  flue 
or  pipe  used  or  to  be  used  to  convey  heated  air,  unless 
protected  by  a soapstone  or  earthen  ring  or  tube,  or  a 
metal  casing  so  constructed  as  to  permit  free  circula- 
tion of  air  around  said  pipe  or  flue.  Range  or  boiler 
flues  shall  be  faced  with  brick  or  plastered  directly 
upon  the  bricks  up  to  the  ceiling  of  the  room,  and  no 
woodwork  shall  be  placed  on  the  outside  thereof  be- 
low said  ceiling.  Stoves  shall  be  placed  so  that  their 
bodies  shall  be  at  least  twenty,  and  smoke-pipes  at 
least  twelve  inches  from  any  unprotected  wood  work. 
Woodwork  within  said  distances  shall  be  protected  by 
metal  coverings,  and  if  within  less  than  one-third  of 
said  distances,  shall  have  a double  metal  covering  with 
ventilating  air-space  between. 

Open  fireplaces  brick  set,  cooking  ranges,  set  kettles, 
and  the  like,  shall  have  fireproof  foundations  with 
fire  proof  hearth  extending  not  less  than  sixteen  inch- 
es from  the  grate  or  ash-pit.  (No  brick  structure  to 
contain  fire  shall  be  allowed  on  a wooden  floor  in  any 
building.)  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply 
to  buidings  already  erected,  if  found  necessary,  and 
ordered  after  examination  of  the  premises  by  the  in- 
spector. No  heater  shall  be  used  in  any  room  where 
hay,  straw,  or  highly  inflammable  articles  are  kept  or 
stored,  unless  protected  by  surrounding  wire  screen 
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with  not  more  than  quarter-inch  meshes ; no  light  shall 
be  used  in  such  room  unless  contained  in  a glass  globe, 
lantern,  or  chimney,  thoroughly  protected  by  a wire 
screen.  Steam  pipes  shall  be  kept  at  least  one  inch 
from  all  woodwork,  or  shall  be  protected  by  an  incom- 
bustible ring  or  tube,  or  rest  on  iron  supports.  De- 
positories for  ashes  in  the  interior  of  any  building  shall 
be  built  of  incombustible  material.  If  any  chimney, 
due  or  heating  apparatus,  shall  in  the  opinion  of  the 
inspector  of  buildings  be  unsafe  by  reason  of  endan- 
gering the  premises  by  fire  or  otherwise,  the  inspec- 
tor shall  at  once  notify  in  writing  the  owner,  agent,  or 
other  party  having  an  interest  in  said  premises,  who 
upon  receiving  said  notice  shall  make  the  same  safe  in 
pursuance  of  the  terms  of  said  notice. 

Sec.  25.  Boiler  houses  and  boiler  rooms  in  wood- 
working establishments,  or  where  inflammable  mate- 
rials are  used,  or  where  shavings  or  other  highly  in- 
flammable fuel  is  used,  shall  be  enclosed  with  brick, 
stone,  or  concrete  walls,  or  iron  studs,  filled  with  con- 
crete. Roofs  or  floors  over  such  boiler  rooms  shall  be 
made  of  iron,  brick,  stone,  or  concrete  arches  or  slabs, 
or  if  of  wood  shall  be  protected  with  fire-proof  tile  or 
plastered  on  iron  laths  or  wire  netting,  or  covered 
with  metal.  The  doors  to  such  rooms  shall  be  of  iron, 
or  of  wood  covered  with  metal,  and  have  an  opening 
in  said  door  glazed  with  not  less  than  one-quarter  inch 
thick  glass,  and  shall  be  kept  securely  shut,  except  dur- 
ing working  hours.  The  floors  of  rooms  containing 
stationary  boilers  shall  be  made  of  incombustible  ma- 
terial for  at  least  ten  feet  in  front,  and  for  such  dis- 
tance on  the  sides  and  rear  as  may  be  required  by  the 
said  inspector.  Wooden  floors  under  portable  boilers 
shall  have  close  protection  of  incombustible  material. 
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No  woodwork  shall  be  placed  within  one  foot  of 
such  boiler  or  smoke-pipe,  or  within  six  feet  of  the 
front,  four  feet  of  the  sides,  top,  rear,  or  smoke  con- 
ductor, unless  protected  by  fireproof  tiles  at  least  one- 
half  inch  thick,  or  by  being  plastered  on  iron  laths  or 
wire  netting,  or  by  metal  sheathing  with  at  least  a one- 
inch  air-space  between  the  wood  and  metal ; the  over- 
heads, immediately  over  hot  water  of  low  pressure 
steam  boilers,  used  exclusively  for  heating,  if  within 
four  feet  of  the  top  thereof,  may  be  plastered  on 
wooden  laths  or  sheathed  with  metal.  Rooms  for  dry- 
ing lumber  or  other  inflammable  material  heated  by 
direct  heat  from  the  top  of  the  boilers,  shall  be  con- 
structed and  roofed  and  have  doors  as  described  for 
boiler  houses. 

Sec.  26.  Brick  buildings,  to-  be  used  for  dwelling, 
tenement,  and  lodging  houses,  not  more  than  twenty- 
five  feet  in  height,  and  brick  buildings  other  than 
dwelling,  tenement  or  lodging  houses  not  exceeding 
twelve  feet  in  height  may  have  external  walls  eight 
inches  thick. 

Sec.  27.  In  every  building  in  which  there  now  exists 
or  hereafter  shall  be  placed  any  hoistway  or  elevator, 
not  enclosed  by  fireproof  partitions  and  doors,  nor 
placed  in  the  well-hole  of  the  stairs,  the  opening  there- 
of through  and  upon  each  floor  shall  be  provided  with, 
and  protected  by,  a good  and  substantial  railing,  and 
good  and  sufficient  trapdoors  with  which  to  close  the 
same;  and  such  trap  doors  shall  be  kept  closed  during 
the  night  time,  except  said  hoistway  or  elevator  shall 
then  be  in  actual  use. 

Sec.  28.  Factories,  mills,  and  buildings,  where  more 
than  twenty-five  operatives  are  employed,  hotels, 
boarding,  tenement,  lodging,  and  apartment  houses, 
cuid  business  buildings,  less  than  fifty  feet  high  not 
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hereafter  specially  mentioned,  shall  have  the  partitions 
adjacent  to  or  enclosing  said  stairways  constructed  of 
incombustible  material,  or  of  at  least  two-by-three 
.-tudding  plastered  on  both  sides  and  protected  as  fol- 
lows : 

The  space  from  the  top  of  the  lathing  or  head  of  the 
partition  below  to  a line  three  inches  above  the  top  of 
Lue  base  board,  or  six  inches  above  the  top  of  the  floor 
if  there  be  no  baseboard,  and  the  space  adjoining  the 
strings  of  the  stairs  from  the  underside  of  said  strings 
to  a line  three  inches  above  the  baseboard  thereof,  or 
six  inches  above  the  rake  of  the  nosings,  if  there  be  no 
baseboard,  shall  be  filled  in  solid  with  brick  or  stone 
cet  in  mortar,  concrete  grouting,  tile,  or  other  incom- 
bustible filling;  if  the  stairs  are  wainscoted  there  shall 
be  a similar  filling  three  inches  above  and  below  the 
top  lines  of  the  wainscoting,  and  when  such  buildings 
are  over  three  stories  high,  warehouses,  storehouses, 
and  business  buildings  over  fifty  feet  high,  said  parti- 
tions shall  be  constructed  as  above  described,  and  shall 
be  further,  either  filled  solid  in  a similar  manner  for 
uhe  whole  height  thereof  or  be  plastered  on  the  sides 
adjoining  the  stairway  on  iron  laths  or  wire  netting, 
or  covered  with  tile  or  other  incombustible  non-con- 
ducting material. 

Public  halls,  churches,  schoolhouses,  and  places  of 
public  assembly,  not  hereafter  excepted,  and  business 
buildings,  within  the  first  district  shall  have  stairway 
partitions  constructed  as  herein  described;  but  unless 
filled  in  solid,  shall  be  plastered  on  both  sides  on  iron 
or  wire  laths,  or  be  covered  with  other  incombustible, 
non-conducting  material.  In  all  buildings  herein  men- 
tioned the  spaces  between  the  floor  joists  in  each  story 
at  the  stair  landings,  and  the  space  above  the  floors 
immediately  below  the  stairs,  if  ceiled  with  wood  or 
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plastered  on  wood  laths,  shall  be  filled  with  mortar  or 
concrete  from  the  top  of  the  laths  or  ceiling  to  one- 
inch  above  the  bottom  of  the  floor  joists,  and  all  con- 
nections between  such  spaces  and  other  parts  of  the 
floor  shall  be  stopped  off  by  similar  filling. 

In  theatres  or  public  halls  fitted  for  theatrical  per- 
formances, stairway  partitions  and  enclosures  must  be 
substantially  incombustible.  Stairs  occupied  by,  or 
exits  leading  from  any  place  of  public  assembly,  shall 
not  have  a pitch  greater  than  eight  inches  rise  to 
twelve  inches  run,  nor  shall  discharge  at  right  angles 
with,  or  confronting  each  other,  upon  or  into  any  com- 
mon landing  or  corridor  of  less  than  the  united  width 
of  such  exits  unless  separated  by  a sufficient  railing  or 
partition.  Wherever  practicable,  inclines  at  a pitch  not 
exceeding  one  in  ten  shall  be  substituted  for  stairs. 
No  doorway  or  stairway  leading  from  a theatre  or 
other  place  of  public  assembly  shall  be  less  than  five 
feet  wide ; and  the  aggregate  width  of  doorways  and 
si  airs,  from  galleries  or  interior  compartments  of  such 
buildings,  shall  be  in  the  proportion  of  at  least  eighteen 
inches  to  each  one  hundred  persons  at  any  time  con- 
tained therein.  Exterior  openings  or  stairways,  shall 
have  the  same  proportionate  width  to  the  whole  num- 
ber contained  in  the  building. 

Buildings  over  two  stories  high,  where  combustible 
articles  or  materials  are  manufactured,  wherein  over 
two  hundred  operatives  are  employed,  must  have  at 
least  two  egress  stairways,  to  be  if  practicable  at  least 
fifty  feet  apart,  and  if  that  distance  is  not  practicable 
shall  have  stairways  at  each  end. 

Sec.  29.  Every  building  or  hall  which  is  or  shall  be 
fitted  up  for  theatrical  or  other  performances,  requir- 
ing the  use  of  inflammable  materials,  stage,  etc.,  shall 
be  provided  with  not  less  than  two  stand-pipes,  at  least 
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two  and  one-half  inches  in  diameter,  located  in  such 
positions  as  the  inspector  of  buildings  shall  approve, 
to  each  of  which  shall  be  attached  one  or  more  lengths 
of  hose  or  sprinkling  pipes,  so  as  to  reach  every  part  of 
such  stage  and  audience  room  and  the  connections 
therewith.  And  whenever  said  stage  or  hall  shall  be 
in  use,  such  standpipe  shall  have  the  water  turned  on. 
Every  building  which  may  hereafter  be  built  for  the 
purpose  herein  set  forth  shall  have  the  staircases  con- 
necting with  all  floors  and  galleries  enclosed  with  fire- 
ptoof  walls  or  partitions;  and  the  staircase  from  the 
stage  shall  be  accessible  from  every  level  of  its  appur- 
tenances. The  walls  separating  the  stage  from  the  au- 
dience room  shall  also  be  of  fire-proof  material  from 
;ne  level  of  the  ground  to  the  roof,  and  all  openings 
in  such  wall  shall  be  closed  with  incombustible  shut- 
ters or  doors,  or  curtains  which  shall  be  lowered  at  the 
close  of  each  performance.  The  overheads  immediate- 
Iv  beneath  the  floor  of  the  auditorium,  stairways,  or 
corridors  of  places  of  public  assembly  to  be  hereafter 
built,  shall  be  plastered  on  iron  laths,  or  wire  netting, 
or  protected  by  incombustible  materials,  unless  such 
floor  be  within  three  feet  of  the  ground,  and  the  space 
diereunder  be  enclosed  by  incombustible  walls,  and 
kept  clear  of  combustible  material  or  heating  appara- 
tus. The  auditoriums  of  churches  shall  be  exempt 
from  these  requirements ; provided,  the  premises  there- 
under be  used  for  church  purposes  only,  and  the  heat- 
ing apparatus  be  enclosed  in  a room  properly  guarded 
against  taking  fire. 

Sec.  30.  Tenements  and  lodging  houses  shall  con- 
form to  all  the  requirements  for  dwelling  houses  here- 
inbefore contained,  and  to  the  following  provisions, 
viz. : Every  sleeping  room  not  communicating  directly 
with  the  external  air,  shall  have  a transom  window 
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at  least  three  square  feet  in  area  over  the  door  leading 
into  the  adjoining  room;  if  such  room  communicate 
with  the  external  air  and  also  over  the  door  leading 
into  the  hall,  where  said  room  cannot  ventilate  into 
the  hall,  it  shall  have  a window  opening  into  an  adjoining 
room  which  communicates  with  the  hall.  The  halls 
on  each  floor  shall  have  suitable  windows,  and  shall 
not  be  obstructed  by  rooms  or  otherwise  at  the  ends, 
unless  light  and  ventilation  therefor  are  otherwise  pro- 
vided. 

Every  tenement  or  lodging  house  shall  have  proper 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire.  The  roof  of  every  such 
house  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair,  and  no  water  there- 
from shall  be  suffered  to  drip  to  cause  dampness  in 
walls,  yards,  or  area.  Stairs  shall  have  proper  balus- 
ters or  railings  and  be  kept  in  good  repair. 

Every  habitable  room  less  than  one  hundred  feet  in 
area  shall  connect  directly  with  the  external  air,  or 
have  an  open  fire-place,  or  be  provided  with  a special 
air-shaft  extending  to  the  roof,  or  be  otherwise  prop- 
erly ventilated. 

Every  such  house  shall  have  adequate  chimneys 
running  through  every. floor,  with  an  open  fire-place  or 
grate,  or  place  for  a stove,  properly  connected  with 
one  of  said  chimneys,  for  every  family  and  set  of  apart- 
ments. 

No  building  hereafter  erected,  or  portion  thereof, 
.diall  be  leased,  rented,  or  occupied  as  a lodging  or 
tenement  house,  unless  it  shall  conform  in  its  con- 
struction and  appurtenances  to  the  requirements  for 
dwelling-houses  hereinbefore  contained,  and  shall  not 
be  over  three  stories  high  or  two  thousand  square  feet 
in  area,  unless  its  exterior  walls  are  of  brick,  stone,  or 
concrete;  and  on  streets  twenty  feet  or  less  in  width 
shall  not  be  thirty-five  feet  high.  No  such  house  shall 
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exceed  two  thousand  square  feet  in  area,  unless  divid- 
ed by  a brick  wall  without  openings. 

Sec.  31.  The  board  of  aldermen  may  issue  permits 
tor  the  construction  of  coal-holes,  and  vaults  under  the 
sidewalk,  upon  the  following  conGitions,  viz.: 

The  outer  wall  next  to  the  carriage-way  or  road-way 
shall  be  not  less  than  thirty  inches  thick  and  formed  of 
granite  or  building  stone  laid  with  good  cement,  and 
no  part  thereof  within  two  feet  of  the  top  of  the  edge- 
stone  shall  project  beyond  the  edgestone.  The  side 
walls  shall  be  at  least  one  foot  thick  of  good  hard  brick 
or  granite  blocks  or  sixteen  inches  thick  of  building 
stone,  and  must  be  laid  in  cement  mortar.  The  top 
shall  be  formed  either  by  a brick  arch  turned  in  a gor>d 
and  substantial  manner,  or  by  covering  with  rough- 
hammered  granite  at  least  eight  inches  thick,  or  blue 
stone  or  North  River  flagstone  at  least  six  inches 
thick,  or  iron  and  glass,  similar  to  the  “Hyatt  Light” 
as  it  is  called,  or  with  rough  surface  iron. 

The  aperture  in  the  sidewalk  over  any  coal-hole  or 
vault  shall  not  exceed  eighteen  inches  in  diameter,  and 
shall  be  covered  with  a substantial  iron  plate  with  a 
rough  surface,  or  with  iron  and  glass  as  is  hereinbe- 
fore provided.  The  entire  construction  of  such  coal- 
holes and  vaults  shall  be  subject  to  the  directions  and 
supervision  of  the  inspector  of  buildings.  Coal-Slides 
may  be  placed  in  the  sidewalks,  if  constructed  of  at 
least  eight-inch  brick  walls  laid  in  good  cement,  and 
the  whole  covered  with  a proper,  substantial,  rough, 
iron  plate.  The  owner  and  tenant  of  the  abutting  es- 
tate, in  front  of  which  the  coal-hole  or  vault  is  con- 
structed, shall  be  responsible  to  the  city  for  damages 
to  persons  or  property  in  consequence  of  any  defect  in 
the  construction  of  such  vault  or  coal-hole,  or  for  al- 
lowing the  same  or  any  portion  thereof  to  remain  out 
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.01  repair,  and  such  owner  and  tenant  shall  be  required 
to  keep  the  said  vault  or*  coal-hole,  its  walls  and  cov- 
erings, in  good  order  at  all  times,  and  the  tenant  shall 
be  responsible  to  the  city  for  damages  occasioned  to 
persons  or  property  in  consequence  of  the  aperture  in 
vlie  sidewalk  being  left  uncovered,  or  from  the  cover- 
ing thereof  being  left  insecure  or  unfastened.  No  per- 
son shall  leave  such  coal-hole,  excavation,  or  aperture 
opened  or  unfastened  after  sunset,  nor  in  the  day  time, 
unless  while  in  use  by  some  person  actually  attending 
the  same.  Whenever  any  coal-hole  or  vault  under  any 
sidewalk  or  any  aperture  constructed  therein  shall  not 
be  covered,  or  secured  as  provided  in  the  preceding 
paragraphs  of  this  section,  or  shall,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  board  of  aldermen,  be  unsafe  or  inconvenient  for 
the  public  travel,  said  board  may  order  the  same  to  be 
amoved,  and  a suitable  one  put  in  its  place ; and  if  the 
same  shall  not  be  done  within  ten  days  from  the  ser- 
vice of  the  said  order  on  the  owner  or  tenant  of  the 
premises  or  other  person  having  the  care  thereof,  the 
inspector  of  buildings  shall  make  such  change,  and 
the  expense  thereof  shall  be  paid  by  such  owner,  ten- 
ant, or  other  person  having  the  care  of  the  premises. 
The  owner  or  occupant  of  any  estate  may,  with  the 
permission  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  locate  and  use 
under  the  sidewalk  and  street  adjoining  the  same, 
steam  boilers,  furnace,  or  other  heating  apparatus,  but 
no  explosive  substance  nor  any  inflammable  oil  shall 
be  placed  or  kept,  and  no  cesspool  or  privy  shall  be 
built  or  used  under  any  street  or  sidewalk,  nor  any  ex- 
cavations when  permitted,  be  ventilated  into  said 
sidewalk.  Any  excavation  under  a sidewalk  shall  be 
closed  and  filled  up  at  the  owner’s  expense,  after  one 
week’s  notice  to  that  effect  given  by  the  board  of  al- 
dermen. 
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Every  application  for  a permit,  under  this  section, 
shall  be  made  in  writing,  and  be  signed  by  the  appli- 
cant, and  shall  set  forth  the  dimensions  of  the  pro- 
posed excavation  or  aperture,  and  the  purpose  for 
which  it  is  to  be  used;  and  such  excavation  or  aper- 
ture shall  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than  that 
stated  in  the  application,  without  the  consent  of  the 
board  of  aldermen ; and  such  permit  may  at  any  time 
be  revoked  by  said  board.  Every  such  applicant  will 
be  required  to  sign  an  agreement  to  conform  to  the  re- 
quirements of  the  conditions  upon  which  the  applica- 
tion is  granted.  Said  conditions  shall  be  printed  upon 
each  permit,  and  any  violation  of  the  same  shall  work 
a forfeiture  of  the  privilege  thus  granted,  and  the 
board  of  aldermen  shall  cause  such  privilege  to  be  re- 
voked accordingly. 

Sec.  32.  No  person  shall  hereafter  erect,  alter  or  en- 
large any  building  for  a stable,  except  in  such  place  as 
the  board  of  aldermen  shall  first  approve  and  direct. 

Sec.  33.  Whenever  it  shall  be  proposed  to  erect  a 
building  against  a party  wall,  about  which  wall  there 
shall  exist  doubts  as  to  its  ability  to  sustain  safely  the 
increased  load  to  be  put  thereon,  the  inspector  of 
buildings  shall  make  a careful  inspection  of  the  said 
wall  and  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  inspector  the  said 
wall  is  not  sufficient  to  safely  sustain  the  increased 
loading  likely  to  be  brought  upon  it  he  shall  notify  the 
owner,  agents  or  other  persons  having  an  interest  in 
the  said  wall  to  cause  the  said  wall  to  be  made  of  suf- 
ficient size  and  strength  to  properly  support  the  pro- 
posed increased  loading,  and  should  the  said  owner, 
agents,  or  other  persons  in  interest  fail  to  make,  with- 
in five  days  after  the  serving  of  said  notice,  such  suit- 
able and  satisfactory  arrangements  as  shall  insure  the 
erection  of  a safe  and  substantial  party  wall  then  the 
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said  inspector  shall  order  the  work  of  erecting  a new 
building  against  said  party  wall  to  be  stopped,  and 
work  thereon  shall  not  be  again  continued  until  such 
arrangements  shall  have  been  made. 

If  any  building  or  part  of  a building,  staging,  or 
other  structure,  or  anything  attached  to  or  connected 
with  any  building  or  other  structure,  shall  from  any 
( ause  be  reported  unsafe,  the  inspector  of  buildings 
shall  examine  such  structure,  and,  if  in  his  opinion  the 
same  be  unsafe,  he  shall  immediately  notify  the  own- 
er, agent  or  other  person  having  an  interest  in  said 
structure,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  made  safe  and  se- 
cure, or  that  the  same  be  removed,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. 

The  person  so  notified  shall  be  allowed  until  twelve 
o’clock  noon,  of  the  day  following  the  service  of  such 
notice,  in  which  to  commence  the  securing  or  removal 
of  the  same;  and  he  shall  employ  sufficient  labor  to 
remove  or  secure  the  said  building  as  expeditiously  as 
can  be  done ; provided,  however,  that  when  in  the 
opinion  of  the  said  inspector  the  public  safety  requires 
immediate  action,  the  said  inspector  of  buildings  may 
enter  upon  the  premises  with  such  workmen  and  as- 
sistants as  may  be  necessary,  and  cause  the  said  un- 
safe structure  to  be  shored  up,  taken  down,  or  other- 
wise secured,  without  delay,  and  a proper  fence  or 
boarding  to  be  put  up  for  the  protection  of  passers 
by.  When  the  public  safety  does  not  demand  imme- 
diate action,  if  the  owner,  agent,  or  other  party  inter- 
ested in  said  unsafe  structure,  having  been  notified, 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  said  notice  within  the  time  specified,  and 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  cause  said  structure  to  be 
taken  down  or  otherwise  made  safe,  said  owner,  or 
other  interested  party,  shall  forfeit  to  the  use  of  the

city,  for  every  day’s  continuance  of  said  refusal  or 
neglect,  a sum  of  twenty  dollars. 

If  any  building  shall  appear  upon  examination  by 
the  inspector  of  buildings  to  be  especially  dangerous 
in  case  of  fire,  by  reason  of  insufficient  thickness  of 
walls,  overloaded  floors,  defective  construction,  or 
other  causes,  such  building  shall  be  held  and  taken  to 
be  unsafe  within  the  meaning  of,  and  subject  to  all  the 
provisions  of,  this  ordinance ; and  the  inspector  of 
buildings,  besides  proceeding  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, may  affix  a notice  of  the  unsafe  character  of  the 
structure  to  a conspicuous  place  on  the  exterior  wall 
of  said  building.  Upon  complaint,  the  inspector  shall 
examine  any  hotel,  boarding,  lodging,  tenement  or 
apartment  house,  mill,  manufactory,  office,  workshop, 
having  employees  on  any  story  above  second  story,  or 
church,  now  erected,  and  shall  require  such  buildings 
to  be  provided  with  proper  and  sufficient  stairways 
and  exits,  constructed  as  described  in  this  ordinance; 
but  in  all  such  buildings  except  factories,  mills,  manu- 
factories and  workshops,  stud  partitions  already  built 
ffiall  be  exempt  from  the  requirements  hereof.  The 
inspector  shall  further  examine  all'  other  buildings,  for 
public  assembly,  already  built,  and  also  boiler  houses 
and  rooms,  and  their  heating  apparatus  now  built,  and 
if  in  his  judgment  the  safety  of  the  public  requires  it, 
he  shall  require  that  the  same  be  made  to  conform  to 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  34.  Any  wooden  building  in  the  first  district 
may  be  altered  or  repaired,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  inspector  of  buildings,  provided  its  area -or  height 
is  not  increased ; except  whenever  an  old  building  shall 
be  torn  down  or  burned  to  the  extent  exceeding  one- 
half  of  such  building  (such  half  to  be  measured  in 
cubic  feet)  the  rebuilding  thereof  shall  be  termed  the 
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erection  of  a new  building.  No  wooden  building  shall 
be.  removed  from  without  to  within  the  first  district. 

Sec.  35.  All  wooden  buildings,  except  coal  or  grain 
elevators  and  wooden  buildings  built  on  wharves,, 
piers  or  bulkheads,  if  built  within  five  feet  of  an  ad- 
joining lot  line,  or  an  adjoining  building,  shall  have 
the  external  wall  on  such  side  or  sides,  built  of  brick 
at  least  eight  inches  thick,  or  the  space  between  the 
studding  filled  in  flush  with  brick  and  mortar,  or  some 
oiher  equally  incombustible  material.  Party  walls  or 
division  walls  between  adjoining  houses,  thirty-five 
feet  or  more  in  height,  shall  be  of  brick  not  less  than 
twelve  inches  thick  to  the  top  of  the  upper  floor  above 
the  street  and  eight  inches  thick  for  the  remaining 
height ; such  walls  less  than  thirty-five  feet  in  height 
may  be  twelve  inches  thick  to  the  top  of  the  second 
floor  and  eight  inches  thick  for  the  remaining  height. 

Doorways  may  be  cut  through,  or  built  in  said  walls 
upon  application  to,  and  a permit  from  the  inspector 
of  buildings,  provided,  that  no  doorway  shall  be  cut 
through  or  built  in  any  such  wall  in  any  building  used 
for  a hotel,  lodging  or  tenement  house,  or  for  the  stor- 
age of  inflammable  or  dangerous  materials.  Every 
such  doorway  shall  be  provided  with  tin  covered,  self- 
closing doors,  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  of  build- 
ings. 

Upon  proof  being  shown  that  such  doors  are  in  any 
manner  prevented  from  operating  as  intended,  said 
inspector  shall  have  the  power  to  revoke  said  permit, 
and  said  doorway  shall  be  filled  up  with  brick  and 
mortar  or  some  similar  material.  In  dwelling  houses 
the  brick  wall  shall  be  built  up  to  the  roof  covering, 
which  shall  be  laid  and  imbedded  in  mortar  or  cement 
upon  said  wall. 
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Sec.  36.  Every  brick  building  and  all  wooden  build-  *’Ire  stops- 
ings  except  dwelling  houses,  in  the  second  district, 
shall  have  a fire  stop  of  incombustible  material  at  each 
lioor  from  the  bottom  of  the  floor  joist  to  three  inches 
above  the  top  of  the  same.  Said  fire  stop  at  each  floor 
shall  fill  the  spaces  full  between  the  studding  and  fur- 
ring entirely  around  the  external  walls  cf  the  building 
and  through  the  interior  wherever  the  floor  joists  have 
a bearing.  All  dwelling  houses  in  the  second  district 
shall  have  a fire  stop  similar  to  the  above  at  the  first 
floor.  Said  dwelling  houses  at  each  floor  above  the 
first  shall  have  a smoke  stop  of  wood  the  full  depth  of 
studding  and  not  less  than  two  inches  thick. 

An  incombustible  fire  stop  shall  be  put  around  all 
vertical  piping  at  each  floor.  All  ventilating  ducts  or 
pipes  shall  be  of  incombustible  material.  No  building 
shall  be  covered  by  lathing,  sheathing,  or  otherwise 
until  the  inspector  of  buildings  has  by  examination 
ascertained  that  said  building  is  in  compliance  with 
the  above  provisions. 

Said  inspector  shall  be  notified  by  the  owner  or  duly 
authorized  agent,  or  by  the  builder,  whenever  any 
building  is  ready  for  inspection. 

Sec.  37.  In  all  cases  where,  by  the  provisions  of  this  Notices,  how 
ordinance,  notice  is  required  to  be  given,  such  notice  &Iven* 
shall  be  served  by  posting  a written  or  printed  copy 
thereof  on  the  premises  concerned,  and  either  leaving 
a duplicate  copy  thereof  at  the  usual  place  of  abode 
oi  the  party  interested,  if  within  the  city,  or  by  mail- 
ing such  duplicate  in  a registered  letter  to  the  usual 
address  of  said  party,  if  residing  without  the  city,  or 
publishing  the  said  notice  for  three  successive  days  in 
the  newspaper  employed  to  do  the  city  printing. 

Any  notice  served  upon  the  architect  or  other  duly 
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authorized  agent  in  charge  of  any  building  or  estate, 
shall  be  binding  upon  the  owners  thereof. 

Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  ordi- 
nance wherein  no  penalty  is  herein  otherwise  prescrib- 
ed, shall  be  fined  twenty  dollars  for  every  violation 
thereof,  and  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  twenty  dol- 
lars for  each  day’s  continuance  of  the  said  violation 
after  the  service  of  the  warrant  issued  upon  the  first 
complaint. 

Sec.  38.  Every  person  intending  to  erect  any  building 
or  other  permanent  structure  within  ten  feet  of  any 
street  or  highway  in  said  city,  whether  said  street  or 
highway  is  duly  received  by  said  city  or  otherwise 
dedicated  to  public  use,  or  to  alter  the  location  of  the 
external  wall  of  any  existing  building,  which  wall  is  in 
Jike  proximity  to  such  street  or  highway,  shall,  six 
days  before  proceeding  to  build  or  to  alter  the  location 
of  such  external  wall  and  before  taking  out  a permit 
for  the  same,  file  in  the  office  of  the  city  engineer  a 
written  notice  of  such  intention,  stating  the  use  and 
location  of  the  structure  as  proposed. 

Sec.  39.  The  city  engineer  shall  within  five  days  after 
receiving  the  notice  specified  in  the  foregoing  section, 
proceed  to  mark  out  and  define  the  street  line  adja- 
cent to  the  proposed  structure,  if  such  line  can  be  ac- 
curately determined.  Lie  shall  also,  within  the  said 
time,  mark  the  grad<*  of  the  adjacent  street  if  such 
grade  has  been  du’  y established  or  defined,  and  shall 
make  a return  of  =aid  marking  of  line  and  grade  to 
the  inspector  for  his  information. 

Sec.  40.  The  inspector  of  buildings  shall  not  issue 
any  permit  for  building  until  the  provisions  of  the  two 
preceding  sections  have  been  complied  with. 

Sec.  41.  No  person  shall  obstruct  any  street  in  said 
city  or  any  part  thereof,  by  building  or  placing  therein 
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any  temporary  or  permanent  structure,  or  any  portion 
of  such  structure,  except  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance.. 

Any  person  thus  obstructing  any  street  as  aforesaid, 
or  aiding  or  assisting  therein,  shal  be  fined  twenty  dol- 
larr  for  every  obstruction,  and  shall  also  be  fined  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  day  that  such  ob- 
struction shall  continue. 

Sec.  42.  • It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  police  officer  to 
lake  notice  of  all  cellars  and  foundations  for  buildings 
of  eveAy  description  in  process  of  construction,  and  of 
all  buildings  undergoing  alterations  and  to  .report  the 
same  daily  through  the  head  of  the  police  department 
to  the  inspector  of  buildings.

Section  i.  The  board  of  aldermen  is  hereby  empow- 
ered to  license  any  person  or  persons  to  engage  in  the 
business  of  moving  buildings  from  place  to  place  with- 
in the  city,  and  thereby  give  to  such  person  or  per- 
sons such  right  upon  -filing  of  a bond  with  sufficient 
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contain  what.

securities  to  well  and  faithfully  indemnify  the  said 
city  for  all  damages  caused  to  public  property,  and  to 
the  owners  of  private  property,  by  reason  of  any  neg- 
lect or  unlawful  act  of  himself  or  his  servants  or 
agents  in  any  removal  of  buildings,  and  by  reason  of 
the  use  of  the  streets  in  the  prosecution  of  work  of 
moving  buildings  into  and  through  said  streets  and 
to  fully  pay  and  satisfy  said  city,  and  said  owners, 
for  all  loss,  costs  and  expenses  occasioned  thereby  and 
in  all  respects  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
ordinances  and  all  regulations  of  the  board  of  aider- 
men  relating  to  the  premises.  All  licenses  so  granted 
shall  be  for  the  term  of  one  year  and  shall  expire  on 
the  first  Tuesday  in  September,  provided,  however, 
that  any  license  grunted  in  the  month  of  August  shall 
expire  on  the  firsL  Tuesaay  in  September  in  the  suc- 
ceeding year. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  the  owner  of  any  building  shall 
desire  to  remove  such  building  along,  across  or 
through,  any  of  the  streets  or  public  highways  of  this 
city,  a petition  shall  be  presented  to  the  city  clerk  ask- 
ing from  the  board  of  aldermen  permission  to  make 
such  removal.  Said  petition  shall  give  the  dimensions 
of  said  building,  its  location,  the  place  to  which  it  is 
desired  to  move  the  same,  the  streets  along,  across  or 
through  which  it  is  to  be  moved,  the  name  of  the  li- 
censed building  mover  and  in  case  it  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  cut  down  or  trim  any  tree,  or  move  any  post, 
wire  or  other  obstruction,  on  or  within  the  line  of  any 
public  street  or  on  the  premises  of  any  person,  the  lo- 
cation of  such  tree,  post  or  wire. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  time  of  filing  said  petition  the  peti- 
tioner shall  also  file  a bond  to  the  city  treasurer  in 
the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  with  at  least  two 
sufficient  sureties,  with  the  condition  that  the  peti- 
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iioner  shall  pay  all  damages,  costs  and  expenses  of 
every  name  and  kind  that  shall  or  may  be  sustained 
by  the  city  and  also  that  the  petitioner  will  assume 
the  defence  of  any  and  all  legal  proceedings  that  may 
in  any  manner  grow  out  of  or  be  incident  to  the  mov- 
ing or  attempt  to  move  said  building;  and  further, 
that  the  petitioner  shall  pay  all  losses,  costs,  damages 
and  expenses  whatsoever,  that  may  be  caused  to  the 
property  of  or  be  incured  by  any  person,  persons,  firm 
or  corporation,  in  consequence  of  the  moving  or  at- 
tempting to  move  said  building. 

Sec.  4.  Upon  the  filing  of  any  such  petition  and  bond, 
the  city  clerk  shall  prepare  a copy  of  said  petition  with 
a notice  of  the  time  and  place  when  the  same  will  be 
considered  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  together  with  a 
statement  that  all  persons  interested  may  appear  and 
be  heard  thereon  and  the  petitioner  shall  cause  said 
notice  to  be  published  in  the  newspaper  having  the 
contract  for  the  city  advertising  six  times  previous  to 
said  hearing. 

Sec.  5.  The  city  clerk  shall  immediately  forward  said 
petition  to  the  inspector  of  buildings,  who  shall  forth- 
with take  the  measurements  of  said  building  and  re- 
port the  same  with  any  other  information  respecting 
the  matter  that  he  may  be  able  to  gain,  to  the  board 
of  aldermen,  which  report  and  the  bond  aforesaid 
shall  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  said  board 
before  any  permit  shall  be  granted  for  moving  said 
building. 

Sec.  6.  No  building  shall  be  moved  along  across  or 
through  any  public  street  or  highway  except  by  a 
mover  duly  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  unless  a permit  therefor  shall  be  first  ob- 
tained from  the  board  of  aldermen,  and  the  permit,  if 
granted,  shall  prescribe  the  streets  through,  along  or 
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across  which  said  building  shall  be  removed  and  all 
such  removals  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
commissioner  of  public  works  and  shall  be  completed 
within  such  time  as  said  commissioner  shall  designate. 

Sec.  7.  Every  person  engaged  in  or  procuring  the 
removal  of  any  building  through  any  of  the  highways 
or  streets  of  the  city  under  a permit  therefor  granted 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  cause  to 
be  suitably  posted  a proper  distance  from  said  build- 
ing, signs  or  notices  that  the  street  or  streets  occupied 
b>  said  building  or  by  any  of  the  apparatus  for  mov- 
ing the  same  is  or  are  impassable  by  reason  of  moving 
said  building,  and  at  night  time  shall  cause  a suffi- 
cient number  of  lighted  lanterns  to  be  hung  on  or 
about  the  approaches  to  said  building,  and  shall  keep 
all  such  lanterns  lighted  and  in  position  during  all  the 
time  between  sunset  and  sunrise  that  such  street  or 
streets  may  be  so  occupied  by  said  building  or  appa- 
ratus. 

Sec.  8.  Printed  copies  of  section  seven  and  ten  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  attached  to  every  permit  here- 
after issued  for  the  moving  of  any  building. 

Sec.  9.  The  owner  of  every  building  so  moved  shall 
pay  to  the  city  all  damages,  costs  and  expenses,  of 
every  kind  occasioned  to  the  city  by  or  in  consequence 
of  moving  the  same ; and  in  default  of  such  payment 
on  demand  therefor,  suit  on  the  bond  given  shall  be  in- 
stituted and  prosecuted  by  the  city  solicitor  for  recov- 
ery of  the  same ; and  all  other  persons  who  may  have 
any  claim  for  compensation  for  damages  sustained  by
